No Compromisxe of Principle. 


Senator Lodge intimated that some 
| of the senators who were active in 
their talk of a revolt yesterday had 
| already seen the mistake and real- 
ized that they had started their of- 
fensive long before there was any 
cause for it. 

From republican members of the 
compromise committee it was 
learned that the republicans might 
rest assured that there was no in- 
tention on the part of the majority 
members of the committee to com- 
promise on principle and that what- 
ever may be agreed on by the com- 
mittee will be submitted as a sug- 
gestion only to a conference of the 
republican senators. 

Senator Lodge attempted to shed 
an additional ray of optimism on 
the situation by saving that the re- 
publicans had “come through worse 
times than this before.’’ 

The “irreconcilables” were by no 
means spontaneous in their replies 
to the question addrevsed to them 
by Senator Lodge. Senator Hiram 
Johnson, of California, said that he 
would support the Lodge resefva- 
tions, but would not vote to ratifv 
the treaty. He said he regarded 
the Lodge reservations as a meas- 
ure of protection that must not be 
lessened in anv particular.

The “mild reservation” republic- 
ans, Senator Reed added. “insist 
on yielding only part of our sov- 
ereitnty” while advocates of un- 
qualified ratification of the treaty 
“wish to yield all.’’

Senator Reed also commended

The national guard law passed by 
congress last summer, now effec- 


tive throughout the country, has 
caused a thorough. reorganization 
of the old state militia, and recruit- 
ing ies now going on in Georgia as 
in other states of the union. 

Under the bill, as it applies to 
Georgia, Atlanta is entitled to ave 
ecompanies—one headquarters com- 
pany and four companies of infan- 
try. One company, the Elizabeth 
guards, has been completely organ- 
ized and is now at work, while a 
second company is in a well defined 
formative period under Duke C. 
Meredith, who has been placed in 
charge of the recruiting. Mr. Mere- 
dithisa well-known young Atlanta 
attorney and saw service overseas 
for eighteen month@ After his re- 
turn from the front he was commis- 


sioned in the reserve corps, but re- 
linquished that commission to be- 
eome an active member af the new | 
national guard. 

The national guard, under the new} 
law, is on practically the same basis | 
as it was immediately prior to be- 
ing musteeed into the federal service 
for the world war. The guard Is 
not in the service as the boys were 
after being mustered in for the late 
conflict. During the war there were 
not only losses among the units, 
but many men were taken: In for| 


the duration of the war and are now 
outof service. It was for this rea- 
son it was found expedient to re- 


organize the national guard for 
egos time. The opportunities 
now offered under the new law are 
much greater than they were be- 
fore. Before the war the members 
of the national guard gave their 
time to the service without pay, and 
the advantages offered them 
were sufficient to keep the compa- 
nies well within the required 
strength. But under the new law, 
additional advantages are offered. 
Enlistments are accepted for either 
one or three years, with no obliga- 
tion whatever to serve in the na- 
tional guard reserve. And instead 
of giving their time for nothing, 
the men receive one-fourth of the 
initial salary paid to men who serve 
in the regular army organizations. 
A superior grade of uniform to that 
used in the past will also we issued 
to the men. The officers of the 
national guard, however, receive 
only a nominal salary, slightly more 
than that paid teh highest ranking 
non-commissioned officers. 

A recruiting station for the na- 
tional guard has been opened on the 
third floor of the <Auditorium- 
Armory in room 26, the old national 
guard headquarters, and will be 
found open every Monday and Fri- 
day night for the enlistment of 
young Atlantans.

CLOTHER DEFENDS 
PREVAILING PRICES 


Representative of Firm Holds 
Cost of Materials and 
Labor Responsible. 


A well-Known representative of 
the clothing house of Hart Schaff- 
ner & Marx, of Chicago, in speak- 
ing of the price of clothes yester- 
day, said: 

“Most people seem to think that 
clothes prices are high. Measured 
in the number of dollars it takes 
to purchase a suit they are. But 
measured in the price of things 
which the producer has to sell or in 
the wages paid for service perform- 
ed they are no higher than they 
were before the war. In many in- 
stances, as a matter of fact, they 
are not so high. 

Compare clothes prices, for in- 
Stance, With that of corn, the great 
American money crop. In 1914 the 
farmer had to haul 50 bushels of 
corn to market in order to get the 
money to pay for a $25 suit of 
clothes. Now he can get a $60 suit 
and a $10 pair of shoes for his 50 
bushels of corn. ; 

“If, on December 30, 1914,. he 
marketed a 1,000-pound corn fed 
steer at the top price of the Chi- 
cago market he got $91.50 for it. 
If he marketed it on December 30, 
1919, for the top price, he got $195 
for it—money enough to buy a pret- 
ty nice outfit of clothes @ven at 
present prices. 

“We all remember how in the fal] 
of 1914 :he ‘buy a bale of: cotton’ 
campaign Was on to save the pro- 
ducer from ruin. The -price of cot- 
ton in the fall of 1914 was down to 
6 cents a pound for a time, but 
that’s hardly a fair comparison. 
Let’s go back to November ae ke 
when the average farm price was 
13 cents a pound. The farmer then 
had to market 193 pounds of cot- 
ton to pay for a $25 suit. On No- 
vember 1, 1919, the average farm 
price was 86% cents a pound, and 
the Srower could pay for a $60 suit 
“f selling only 165 pounds of cot- 
on. 

“The average price paid to the 
farmers all over the United States 
for butter on November 1, 1914, was 
-6.4 cents a pound, while on the 
Same day in 1919 he got 56 cents a 
pound for it. For his eggs he got 
29.3 cents a dozen on November 1, 
1914, while he got 54 cents a dozen 
for them in 1919. 

“The government tells us that the 
average pay tor farm laborers hired 
by the month in 1914 was $21.05 and 
board. In 1919 wages went up to 
a minimum of $40 and ran to even 
$60 or $65 in many instances. T 
going day wage for harvest hand! 
in 1914 was $1.55. In 1919 they 
were hard to get at $5 a day. 

“Workers in the cities do almost 
as well. The Baltimore bricklay- 
er, Who in 1913 got 45 cents an hour, 
had to work 53% hours to earn 
money for a $25 suit of clothes. 
Now he gets $1 an hour and works 
60 hours for a $60 suit of clothes. 
However, he gets in a lot more 
overtime and is not idle nearly so 
many days, so he is relatively bet- 
ter off tham he was in 1913. 

“The New Orleans blacksmith tin 
1913 received 36 cents for an hour’s 
work when he could get work. It

took him 70 hours to earn his $25 
suit. Now he earns his $60 suit by 
hours at 80 cents an 


hour and has all the work he wants, 
regular and overtime. 

It's this way all over the country. 
The Dallas plasterer an@ the At- 
lanta plumber get $1.12% an hour, 
with plenty of overtime at doubl 
pay; the Boston sheet metal work- 
er earns his. 90 cents an hour reg- 
ularly; the average hourly pgy o; 
the rollers of the sheet steel milis 
of the whole country is $2.57%, ard 
they work ten hours a day. 

“The prosperity of the worker 
is no longer adequately measured 
by his wage rate per hour. Five 
years ago work was scarce; a large 
percentage of workers expected to 
be idle many days in the year. Now 
there is a demand for the service 
of every available man in practi- 
cally every trade, not only for 44 
or 48 hours a week aft regular pay, 
but for many hours of overtime at 
double pay. 

“Is it any wonder that the de- 
mand for clothes in eno>mous? Pro- 
ducer and worker: alike have more 
money, in proportion, to spend for 
clothes than they ever had before. 
They want good clothes, too, and 
are creating an unusual demand for 
them.” ,

1SKELETON IS FOUND 
OF BIG FLYING REPTILE 


New York, January 24.—The skel- 
eton of a huge fiying reptile, prob- 
ably the largest flying creature 
that ever existed, which, in its pre- 
historic day, was as wide-ranging 
as a modern seaplane, has been 
placed on exhibition at the Amer- 
ican museum of natural history, it 
was announced today. Study of the 
mechanics of the creature’s flight, 
_which is planned by scientists, may 
throw light on the practical prob- 
lems of aeronautics, it is declared, 

The clumsy, toothless animal—a 
petranodon—which flourished in the 
age of reptiles, many millions of 
years ago, had a wing spread of 
sixteen feet from tip to tip, but 
because of its curious dimensions 
may not have been as heavy as a 
modern condor, which sometimes at- 
tains a thirteen-foot spread. {t 
was nearly all wings and head, with 
2 small body. slender hind legs and 
a@ mere stump of a tail. 

The specimen was found by Han- 
del T. Martin, curator of the geo- 
logical museum of Kansas univer- 
sity, in the cretaceecus chalk beds 
of the Shoky Hill river of western 
Kansas, It is believed to be the 


only mounted specimen of a pter- 
anodon in any American museum,

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Double Marder 
Laid to Husband 
By Mrs. Phillips 


She Says Phillips Killed 
Her Father and Mother 
as They Were Return- 
ing From Church—Phil- 
lips in Jail. 


Knoxville, Tenn., January 24.— 
Tom Phillips is incarcerated in the 
Knox county jail, accused of the 
murder of Mr. and Mrs. L. L. Mills, 
parents of Mrs. Phillips. In a little 
cemetery at Lenoir City two new 
mounds mark the last resting place 
of the aged couple, who met death 
in such a tragic manner there last 
night, when they were ambushed 
and shot to death while en route 
home from church. It was rumored 
here tonight that a posse was en 
route from Lenoir City to lynch 
Phillips, but officers discredit the 
report. 

Phillips denies he fired the fatal 
shots, and claims to have known 
nothing of the crime until this 
morning, when informed by his 
father. 

Business was practically at a 
standstill while the inhabitants of 
Lenoir City turned out today en 
masse and followed thefuneral cor- 
tege as it wound its way from the 
First Baptist church to the little 
churchyard cemetery. 

Accused Man Surrenders. 

Phillips surrendered to Sheriff's 
forces this afternoon shortly before 
3 o’clock. He was brought from the 
home of his brother-in-law, about 3 
miles distant, by automobile 
through Lenoir City to Knoxville. 

The car bearing the accused man 
sped past the little brick church just 
as the caskets containing the re- 
mains of the victims of the tragedy 
were carried down the steps and 
placed in the hearses. 

With the. sheriff's car 
the way toward the cemetery at 
break-neck speed, the funeral cor- 
tege followed at slow pace. Once 
only did Phillips glance back at the 
sorrowful procession as his speed- 
ing car topped a hil! and shut off 
the view. 

Mrs. Phillips is still dazed and 
almost speechiess as a result of the 
tragic happenings of last night. 
She was returning .home with her 
father and mother when the shoot- 
ing occurred, and claims to have 
positively identified her husbahd as 
the assailant. 

Blaming Mr. and Mrs. Mills for 
the estrangement of his wife, who 
had been living with her parents 
Several months previous to. the 
shooting, Phillips is said to have 
made numerous threats, both 
against his moter-in-law, father- 
in-law and wife. 

Man Bearing Shotgun. 

Mrs. Phillips and her two smal} 
children, Mr. and Mrs. Mills and Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Hickey were re- 
turning fromarevival service at the 
First saptist church of Lenior 
City when the party was confronted 
by a man bearing a shotgun near 
the center of town. 

Mrs. Phillips says she believes 
she recognized her husband and, 
fearing for her safety because of 
threats previously made, she fled 
straight up t eet and past the 
man, roundin rner of a house 
which stood he corner. The 
assailant firs red at Mr. Mills, 
who had a baby child of Phillips in 
his arms when he fell, according to 
Mr. Hickey. 

The first shot tore through Mr. 
Mills’ hat without harming him. 
The second shot was fired at point- 
blank range, while not more than 
two feet distant, it is said. The 
charge entered Mr. Mills’ stomach 
just above the right hip. The gun- 
wad was also found in the wound 
when the body was examined. 

Phillips and his wife have been 
estranged since last summer, when 
Mills shot Phillips as the result of 
a quarrel over division of a wheat

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JAIL PROFITEERS, 
SHUUTS CAPPER 


Kansas Senator Says the 

Public Is Being Sand- 
bagged and Profiteers 
Are More Dangerous 
Than Reds. 


Washington, January 24.—Jail 
bars for profiteers was urged by 
Senator Capper, republican, Kansas, 
in an address today in the senate. 
Profiteers, he said, are more danger- 
ous than “reds.” 

Advocating legislation by con- 
gress to curb profiteering, Senator 
Capper said the people could “help 
themselves, too, if they would or- 
ganize to boycott the profit hogs 
by refusing to buy goods offered at 
extortionate prices.” 

The Kansas senator declared there 
could be no doubt that “the general 
public is being sandbagged,” in view 
of profits reported by large manu- 
facturing corporations and the rise 
in the value of their securities. He 
cited figures regarding the Ameri- 
can Woolen company, the Central 
Leather company, the Crucible Steel 
company, the United States Steei 
corporation and others. 

Referring to increased prices of 
clothing, Senator Capper read a 
telegram from the National Wool 
Growers’ association that the wool 
in a suit of clothes selling for $100 
costs only $7.37. 

Soaring Shoe Prices. 

“A 50 per cent increase in the 
price of shoes by next summer is 
predicted by the president of the 
National Shoe Travelers’ associa- 
tion,” continued Mr. Capper. “The 
day this prediction appeared another 
extra dividend was declared by the 
Central Leather company. The com- 
mon stock of this company was rat- 
ed at 58 a year ago. It is now quot- 
ed around 105. While the people 
contemplate going barefoot’ the 
leather trust walks on velvet made 
thicker. A year ago it was the war 
demand for leather that made shoes 
high. Now it seems to be the peace 
demand for velvet. 

“Just now the greatest ‘get-rich- 
quick’ game in America is gouging 
in sugar. The increase in the price 
of sugar will add a billion dollars 
to the burdens now being borne by 
the American people. The stock of 
the Cuba-American company has 
advanced more than 200 per cent in 
the last twelve months, probably 
because of the ‘sugar shortage.’ 

Melon Cutting in Lumber. 

“We have 4,000,000 homeless peo- 
ple in the United States as a result 
of the melon cutting in lumber. 
There has been, and is, shameless 
profiteering in that industry. 

“The market price of the farmer’s 
live stock has declined nearly 50 per 
cent, bringing many farmers to the 
verge of bankruptcy, but the high 
prices the consumer pays for meat 
are virtually unchanged. 

“The income tax returns prove the 
ae operators get excessive prof- 
its. 

“All the quotations I have re- 
ferred to conspire to prove that it 
is profiteering in the great indus- 
trial corporations that has sand- 
bagged the public, rather than by 
merchants who deal directly with 
the consumer. No doubt there is 
price gouging by some of the retail- 
ers, but it is the price of goods 
when they leave the factory to 
which the administration’s best at- 
tentions should be first directed.”

It is entirely practicable from an 
economic and business standpoint to 
combine the railroads of the coun- 
try into systems which will fulfill

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U.S. EMPLOYEES 
ASKING NEW DEAL 
FOR CIVIL SERVICE 


A new deal for the civil service is 
what government employees are 
asking of congress, according to 
Luter C. Steward, president of the 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployees, who Will address a mass 


meeting at the Red Men’s wigwam 
in Atlanta Tuesday evening, Janua- 
ry 27, under the auspices of Federal 
Employees’ union Nos. 5, 122 and 154 
(Camp Gordon). 

The measures advocated by the 
organization in the interests of 
higher efficiency in the service and 
better pay forthe employees, will be 
discussed by Mr. Steward, and ways 
and means set forth by which the 
men and women employed in the 
various branchesin Atlanta, includ- 
ing war department, internal reve- 
nue, weather bureau and'all other 
services, can do their bit. 

“The senate now has before it the 
Nolan minimum wage bill, which 
will affect 66,000 government em- 
ployees who are at present below 
the level of a living wage, and the 
Sterling-Lehlbach retirement bill, 
which will provide for 7,000 super- 
annuated employees. The house 
willshortly begin the consideration 
of the annual appropriation bills, 
carrying the regular salary provi- 
sions, and the temporary salary in- 
crease. We are asking for a larger 
increase this year, pending the re- 
classification of all salaries on an 
equitabel basis. The congressional 
joint commission will lead to the 
adjustment of salaries on a basis 
which will remove the existing 
chaos and inequalities. 

“All these adjustments, however,” 
Mr. Steward points out, “will be in- 
complete unless congress goes on to 
create an enlarged civil service com- 
mission, with power to administer 
the personnel problems of the gov- 
ernment, and a budget system which 
will tie in with such a reorganiza- 
tion of the service.” 

Mr. Steward has been a govern- 
ment employee for 23 years, and his 
range of experience covers the 
civil service commission, railway 
mail service, department of justice, 
customs, immigration, conciliation 
and employment service. 


COUNTY TO 'START 
WORK ON SPRING ST. 
MONDAY MORNING 


Work on Spring street will be 
started Monday morning by Fulton 
county, following the official 
“turning over to the county of that 
street by the city” Saturday morn- 
ing at the meeting of the public 
works committee. 

Max Hall, assistant chief of con- 
struction of the city of Atlanta, ap- 
peared at the meeting and formerly 
presented the necessary papers from 
Mayor Key and council. The ap- 
propriation of $45,000 made by the 
city for its part of paving and 
widening Spring street, has been ap- 
poved by the mayor, council and 
the aldermanic board. 

The county has agreed to spend 
$300,000 on the work this year. The 
work that the county will do consists 
of removing the old pavement from 
Spring street and Carnegei way, 
grading and widening the streets 
and repaving them with concrete. 
The work planned for this year ex- 
tends on Spring street from Mari- 
etta to North avenue. Next year it 
is proposed to continue the work 
from North avenue to the northern 
terminus of Peachtree, thus come 
pleting the job. 

The city will be required to make 
all adjustment of water and gas 
pipes, adjust manholes and catch 
basins and remove trees that stand 
in the way of widening.

Court Decisions 


Questions arising daily concern- 
ing the validity of deeds, laws gov- 
erning descent and distribution of 
real and personal property, liability 
as between master and servant, re- 
sponsibility of partnerships with 
reference to eontracts and the status 
and jurisdiction of receivers are an- 
swered in today’s legal news.

Delivery of a deed conveying real 
property is essential to its valid- 
ity.—110 Ga. 875.

Proper and legal registry of an 
instrument raises a presumption of 
delivery sufficient to establish the 
fact unless reputted.—110 Ga.

Prior to the registry act of 1889, 
the recordation of a deed was not 
essential to its validity, except as 
against a subsequent purchaser 
from the grantor for a valuable 
consideration, without notice, and 
who recorded his deed in due time.

When a deed is recorded in the 
county in which the land lies the 
fact that the land is afterwards 
included in a newly made county 
does not require the deed to be re- 
corded in the new county also.— 
98 Ga. 700. 


Descent and Distribution. 


An heir-at-law of an estate can-

among the many other candidates 
did not mean that he was to be con- 
sidered in that connection. 

As the result of his address that 
night, he got top head lines in every 
newspaper in the country next 
morning, all putting him in the at- 
titude of hostility to Wilson. 

It was not so much what he said 
on the ratification of the peace 
treaty that caused this, for many 
democrats are just as strongly in 
favor of ratification of the peace 
treaty with reservation, if it cannot 
be ratified without, as he is. 

Indeed, Senator Pomerene, of 
Ohio, who spoke just in advance of 
Bryan, took the same position with- 
out creating even a ripple of ex- 
citement. 

“Out fer Trouble.” 

So it wasn’t so much what Bryan 
said on the peace treaty’ that 
created the talk that followed the 
Jackson day banquet, as it was that 
his general attitude was indicative 
of the fact that he-«gt&s out for 
trouble. 

There is not a man who heard his 
address that night but who was im- 
pressed with the fact that he has 
made up his mind to keep things 
lively in the campaign preceding the 
San Francisco convention. 

This conclusion has been tremen- 
dously emphasized since then by 
his later attitude in picking out 
prominent democratic leaders for 
criticism. 

He has not hesitated to take issug 
with Attorney General Palmer even 
in small matters and those who 
have talked with him here know 
that he is not friendly to Palmer’s 
candidacy.

Immediately following Bryan’s 
critcism of Chairman Cummings, he 
launched a vicious attack on The 
New York World’s edftorial sugges- 
tion of Herbert Hoover who, The 
World declared, it would support 
for president either as the demo- 
cratic or as the republican nominee. 

Bryan put the country on notice 
that The World was not either a 
sane or a safe adviser in party mat- 
ters, and that its last exploit in that 
direction in supporting Parker for 
the nomination had discredited it as 
a further adviser in this connection. 


So one after another, Bryan has 
been splashing democratic leaders, 


and there is not a man in Washing- 
ton who studies political develop- 
ments who does not believe’ that 
back of it all he has the nomina- 
tion in view for himself, provided 
he can create a condition which, by 
eliminating all the others, will 
leave him as the one figure to whom 
the party can turn for salvation.

It will be recalled that in the 
Baltimore convention of 1912, Bryan 
was sent as one of the delegates at 
large from Nebraska under specific 
instructions to support.

The correspondent was also 
told that the Dutch government had 
no knowledge of any attempt made 
by the allies to get the accused ex- 
ile to surrender himself. As far 
as they know he expects.to stay 
at Amerongen and Doorn, and the 
former e#own prince, who was not 
mentioned in the allied note, shows 
no sign of an intention to leave 
his refuge in the island of Wieren- 
gen. 

There is some conjecture finding 
expression here as to whether in 
case of further demands by the al- 
Ives the Hohenzollerns would be 
willing to save Holland further 
trouble by surrendering voluntarily. 

Approved by Dutch Press. 

The newspapers generally ex- 
press themselves this afternoon as 
heartily approving the refusal of 
the government to surrender the 
former emperor and the tone of the 
Dutch note. The Nieuwe Courant 
terms the note dignified and strong, 
without tending to irritate. The 
newspaper declares Holland has 
greatly strengthened its position by 
stating the simple facts with re- 
gard to national honor instead of 
resorting to quibbling on judicial 
issues. “The government is right,” 
The Courant says. “Any other meth- 
od would be weakening to the 
strong Dutch standpoint. 

The Rotterdamsche Courant, in 
its comment, says: “The Nether- 
lands in refusing to assist in the 
‘show of London’ has done not only 
a good thing for the Dutch name 
in history, but also for the con- 
quering powers.” The newspaper 
adds its opinion thet the Dutch 
decision will relieve the powers of 
avery annoying case, and it thinks 
that “while the refusal may be ac- 
cepted externally with indifference 
it will be received inwardly witn 
gratitude.”

IRKUTSK REFUGEES — 
~ ARRIVE AT HARBIN 


Give Details of Fight Be- 
tween Revolutionaries 


And Loyal Cadets. 


(The Constitution—London Times—Phi 
Public Ledger Service—Copyri ght, ow 


Harbin, Manchuria, January 21.— 
(Delayed.)—The first refugees from 
Irkutsk since the debacle there have 
just reached Harbin. 

The main facts in the situation have 
already been telegraphed. Fichting 
began in the town betweén social 
revolutionaries and cadets, support- 


_ing the remnant of the Kolchak 


government. Kolchak’s regiment at 


the railway station declared for the 
revolutionaries, whereupon Czechs 
seized the ferry between the town 
and the station, blocking all com- 
munication. 

Negotiations were proceeding 
through the allied mission between 
the government and the revolution- 
aries, when three Semenov armored 
trains advanced to the neighborhood 
of the Station and commenced bom- 
barding the revolutionaries in the 
town. 

The revolutionists at the station 
retaliated with rifles and machine 
Suns and a regular battle ensued. 

While negotiations were proceed- 
ing the British high commander’s 
train, full of refugees, mostly wom- 


en and children, was under a heavy | 


fire. 
Six Men Killed. 


A picturesque incident visible 
from the train was the dispatch, full 
tilt, from an adjoining track of an 
empty engine, which roared down 
the line and plunged into the near- 
est armored train, which was de- 


railed. Six of Semenov’s men were 


killed and many injured. 

Eventually a neutral zone armi- 
stice was arranted and the mission 
left. Since then information regard- 
ing the situation is only fragzmen- 
tary. A battalion of Japanese ar- 
rived before the‘ mission left for 
protective purposes. Only the revo- 
lutionaries were indignant at this 
intervention of foreign:troops, but 
they were assured that strict neu- 
trality would be observed. 

One of the many difficulties was 
the attitude of the Czechs, whose 
sympathies were entirely with the 
revolutionaries. 

The commanders appear largely 
to have lost control of their men.

DANGER IN FOODS; 
Blt SEARCH BEGUN 


Botulinus Poison in Ripe Ol- 
ives Killed Six in One 
Family.

(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, January 24.—Food 
officials of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture haye begun 
throughout the United States 
through department agents in vach 


State and section, a systematic 
seareh for dangerous foods, aad seiz- 
ures are belng made by the wnavole- 
sale, under tne pfovisions of the 
tood and drug acts. This campaign 
has resulted trom the appearance of 
botulinus poison in ripe olives re- 
cently sold in New iXork, causing 
the death of six members of a sin- 
gie family from eating the fruit. 
Botulinus poison is caused by eat- 
ing spoiled food infected with the 
bacillus botulinus, say the officials 
of the bureau of chemistiy who 
have investigated this and other 
poisoning cases in connection with 
the enforcement of the fovod and 
urugs act. in the New toik case 
the olives remaining in the bottle 
had an offensive odor. The same 
eondition was found in the food in 
other cases investigated by the de- 
partment. All spoiled food does not 
contain this poison, but any spoiled 
food, even though the époilage be 
slight, may contain it, and for this 
reason all food showing even the 
slightest unnatural odor, unnatural 
color, swelling of the

composition whatever, 
discarded. 
Poisonous Food Traced. 


Each time when botulinus poison- 
ing has occurred, food inspectors 
have traced through the channels of 
commerce the batch from which the 
poisonous food came and have used 
all measures under the law to re- 
move it from the market. Samples 
from all other brands put out by the 
packer have been eXamined. Since 


the law authorizes seizure in such | 


cases only when the foods are actue- 


ally found to be decomposed or to} 


contain poisonous ingredients, since 
only an occasional package in mil- 
lions is infected with bacillus botu- 
linus and since it is physically pos- 
sible to open and examine but a 
comparatively few of the millions of 


‘cans entering interstate commerce, 


it is beyond the power of the au- 
thorities to protect the public com- 
pletely. For this reason food of- 
ficials emphasize the necessity fer 
scrupulous care on the part of per- 
sons opening and serving foods to 
discard anything which is spoiled. 
In products not obviously spoiled, f 
there is doubt in the recogntion of 
the odor proper to the _ product, 
thorough cooking will remove the 
possibility of danger from botulism. 
If spoilage is apparent, destruction 
is recommended by the sp*cialists. 

Nobody knows just how the bacil- 
lus botulinus gets into any particu- 
lar food. It has been found in ar- 
ticles put up in the home by the 
careful housewife and in goods 
packed in commercial establish- 
ments. It may be present in a ‘ew 
packages only of a lot. There js no 
method, the officials say, by which 
the packers or home cannera can as- 
sure themselves by casual examina- 
tion before canning that the product 
does not contain the bacillus botu- 
linus. 

Elimination Infpossibie. 


If the food were in all cases prop-

erly sterilized and perfectiy sealed 
the development of the Poison would 
bo impossible, but no method ‘cf 
preserving food has yet been found, 


the specialists say, that eliminates 
the occasional spoiled packase. Fail- 
ure to sterilize may not become ap- 
parent for weeks or even months 
after the canning of the article. If 
signs of spoilage have appeared 
when the can is opened, it isxclear 
warning —— product is no long- 
er edible. ere is no greater prob- 
ability of botulinus poisoning in 
olives than many other food prod- 
ucts, either commercial or Comes- 
Until this year it has bern more 
commonly found in_ string beans, 
asparagus and the like. It was 
originally found in sausage. It has 
been found in cheese; it is present 
sometimes in stock food,.such as 
moldy hay and other kinds of 
spoiled forage, but it has never been 
found in the department investiga- 
tions in any kind of food that was 
not spoiled. 


Natural dyes, made mostly from 
vegetables, plants and wood, were 
eractionliy the «nly dyes known for 
centuries. Their gradual disuse in 
the last 100 years has been due to 
the discovery that dyes could be 
made Trom coal tar.

pervades almost every page—not the 
dreadful old idea of “laughter and 
tears” that makes Dickens so im- 
possible to this generation. And 
Dickens, of course, seems to upset 
everything that hes been said in 
favor of the English humorist, but 
the writers who have the comic 
spirit are not the Englishmen of the 
Class of Dickens but those who bear 
the Oxford—or perhaps the Cam- 
bridge—stamp. They are the men 
who like Sir c’’ rt Murray 


can 


write lightly and yet perfectly se- 
riously of ““she Stoic Philosophy” or 
“the teligion of a Man of Letters.° 

Of course, there is a vast Knglish 
humor of the type of “Ally Sloper,’ 
the famous Cockney charaeter, that 
we never see in America and hap- 
pily would not undeistand if we did, 
ro as we know our own worst Dut 
not theirs we may average up Dbet- 
ter tnan one thinks and we can al- 
ways console ourselves with the 
remembrance that Charlie Chaplin 
is a Britisher and that Stephen Lea- 
cock, although a mere colonial, is 
a Britisher. A little of the comic 
spirit would be a great asset, how- 
ever, to Mr. Churchill, Mr. Basil 
King, Mrs. Deland, Mrs. Wharton 
and our other sober-sided contempo- 
raries for “%o other nation except 
Russia has 4% gloomier literature 
than ours is “rom “The Scarlet Let- 
ter’ through “The Rise of Silas Lap- 
ham” to “The Inside of the Cup” and 
“Linda Condon.” <A sense of humor 
should surely be the greatest pro- 
tection against gplshevism!

Kalawa brought the Information 
that a second mission, also having 
for ita object the obtaining of in- 
dependence, is on the way to the 
United States, having been sent by 
the two houses of the Phillppine 
legislature. The second mission, 
like the first, he said, is composed 
of leading Filipinos, representing 
both political parties, capital and 
labor. and the leading industries of 
the islands. The new mission wll 
ask for immediate action by con- 
greess,

Soon to Be Awarded 
| To Ex-Service Men 


General March Announces 
That Soldiers, Sailors 
and Marines Serving Be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and 
November 11, 1919, Will 
Receive Award. 


Announcement has been made by 
General March of a ruling of the 


war department to award medals to 
all officers and enlisted men who 
served on active duty in the service 


eter, suspended from a rainbow rib- 
bon the same width as the medal 
and 1% inches long. The medal has 
a figure on both sides. One of the 


figures is taken from the Winged 


Victory of Samothrace, reproduced 
on the coins of Demetrius, with 
some variations. The representa- 
tion is of a goddess standing on the 
prow of a ship, one hand clutching 
a sword brought to the downward 
position of rest; the other hand 
holding a shield close to her body. 
The reverse of the medal shows 
the shield of the United States, su- 
perimposed by a roll of charters 
with ribbons emblematic of the as- 
sociated nations. Capping this fig- 
ure is the two-headed battle ax. 
The shield contains the letters U. S. 
on either side of the roll of char- 
ters, and the clause, “The Great War 
for Civilization,” inscribed in a semi- 
circle around the top of the medal. 
The names of the allied nations are 
imposed on both sides of the figure. 


Will Show Service. 


The medal will show the service 
of the awardee by battle clasps for 
each of the major operations and 
also defensive sector clasps. Service 
clasps will be given to all officers 
and enlisted men who served over- 
seas and are not entitled to a bat- 
tle clasp, showing the location of 
the service, such as England, Italy, 
Franee, Siberia and Russia. 

A bronze star, 3-16th of an inch 
in diameter, willbe placed on the 
service ribbon bar for each battle 
clasp awarded, A silver star on 
the ribbon will denote a citation. 

The design of the medal was exe- 
cuted by James Earl Fraser. of New 
York, a member of the American 
Numismatic society. one of the moat 
noted sculptors and medalists of 
America. The medals are struck at 
the United States mint at Philadel- 
phia, 


Those Eligible. 


Those eligible for awards of the 
medal include all soldiers, sailors 
and marines who served in the gerv- 
ice of the United States any time 
between the period of April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918. This also 
includes the cadets of the West 
Point United States military acad- 
emy during the period named, but 
it excludes members of provisional 
training regiments of reserve offi- 
cers’ training camps who were hon- 
orably discharged during 1917. 

The second class excluded from 
award are the conscientious objec- 
tors who refused to enter any 
branch of service or to wear the 
uniform, and men accepted by locai 
boards but rejected at camps be- 
fore entry into active service.

WAGES ARE FIXED 
FOR “HIRED MAN” 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


London, January 24.—(Special.)— 
A new order of the agricultural 
wages boards revises the recently 
fixed scuedule of wages and hours 
for farm workers in the United 
Kingdom. The schedule is variable; 
that is, there are different rates 


The lowest rate of pay for men 
applies to Scotland, where the basic 
wage for an ordinary laborer with 
less than two years’ farm experience 
is fixed at $7.80 a week, or 16 cents 
an hour. The highest minimum lev- 
el in Scotland is $10.08 a week, or 
21 cents an hour for ploughmen, cat- 
tlemen and shepherds, with at least 
two years’ experience. The mini- 
mum for women farm workers over 
17 years old is 8 cents an hour in 
Dumfries and Galloway, and 9 cents 
in the northwest highlands, and 
from 12 cents to 14 cents an hour 
in England. The highest minimum 
for men in England is $12.12 a week 
for horsemen, tattlemen and shep- 


j herds in Cumberland, Westmorland 


and Furness, and $9.60 for ordinary 
hands, 

A week’s farm work in England 
and Wales is now defined as rang- 
ing from 30 to 63 hours in summer 
and from 48 to 63 in winter for the 
highest-paid workers, except in 
Northumberland and Durham, and 
50 hours in summer and 48 hours in 
winter for ordinary laborers, except 
in Cheshire, where a year-round rate 
of 54 hours rules. 

The range of overtime rates for 
England and Wales is 20 cents to 
24 cents’an hour on week days. and 
24 cents to 28 cents an hour on Sun- 
days for male labor, although Nor- 
folk and Suffolk pay an additional 
$1.44 to $1.68 a week for cértain 
regular work, such as_ feeding, 
cleaning and milking. 

The rates for Ireland are not al- 
tered by the new order.

With the exception of the recent world war itself, there is ero 
ably no one subject that has received the attention and that has been 
brought to the public eye more constantly than the living cost prob- 
lem, and yet it has lost none of its interest, to either the man who 
looks upon it merely in relation to his pocketbook or tp the individual 
who gets out his paper and pencil and begins figuring as to what will 
happen in the future. 

Interesting Table. 

A highly interest table, compiled by the State Bureau of markets, 
for The Constitution, is published below showing prices of food and 
foodstuffs one month prior to the beginning of the world war and 
prices one month prior to America’s entrance into the struggle as com- 
pared to prices of the present day. 

The Bureau of Sistine reports that in several cases exact fig- 
ures were unobtainable, and in these few instances careful estimate 
was made. The great majority of the figures below, however, repre- 
sent the actual prices being charged by Atlanta wholesalers to Georgia 
retailers at the periods indicated as gathered by an expert statis- 
tican of the state institution. 

Where blanks appear the articles of food In question were not in 
season and not on the market here at the time. 

The greatest increase is shown in the case of eggs, corn, cotton 
seed meal, flour, cheese, bacon and lard, all of which articles more 
than doubled in value and some of which almost tripled in value.

Turkey has a new “nationalist”

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SHIP'S FRICTION 
GREATLY REDUCED 


Landlubber Scientists Ac- 
complish Wonders With 
Experiments — Interest 
ing Methods Employed. 


By George T. Bye. 

London, January 24.—(Special.)— 
British shipowners at first scoffed 
at the idea of ecientific experin.ent- 
ers working with ship models in an 
imitation ocean to develop the best 
desixyns for spee dand stability. That 
was in 1911 when the great Froude 
tank was built at the National 
Physical laboratory, Tedd'ngton, to 
foster these experiments. “Ou: 
skippers can tell us what to do 
with our hulls,” declared the ship- 
owners. “We want no advice from 
landlubber scientists.” ‘ 

But a few ship builders, with faith 
in science, listened to the labora- 
tory’s expostulation that there was 
at that time 85 per cent surface fri. 
tion on the hull of the average ship, 


and that at least 35 per vent might 
be removed by alteration in design 
which would not dimini3an cargo ca- 
pacity. “We can prove to youthat 
for each 1 per cent of surface fric- 
tion removed your ship will sav2 
you $1,200 in coal each year,” the 
laboratory promised. This saving 
was in coal at par value.

Some very difficult problems come 
to the naval experts at the tank for

The labora- 
tory carries on special research of 
its own, so that it not only tollows 
the latest ideas of commercial . Up- 
yards, but continues to lead in its 
fight against surface friction. 

Its latest progress is in the inven- 
tion of a highly sensitive device for 


to show the effect of speed on de- 
sign. The difference of a mile, or 
even a frdction of a mile, an hour 
in the speed of a ship immediately 
affects its surface friction. A ship- 
ping firm that was losing money 
on a fleet uf cargo boats built before 
the war recently asked the tank 
department to advise alterations in 
the vessels so that they might be 
run more economically. They were 
10-knot boats. It was found by in- 
creasing the power slightly and 
making a trifling alteration in the 
shape of the hulls the boats would 
do nearly 15 knots an hour witha 
lower consumption of coal. Their 
original designer had been a prac- 
tical shipbuilder who knew g00] 
lines, but was ignorant of the deli- 
cate relation of speed to surface 
friction, 

Great speed means a vast outlay 
of coal. A trans-Atlantic liner of 
the size of the Aquitania consumes 
more than 5,000 tons a veyage. Most 
of this expenditure of coal is for th» 
last four or five extra miles per 
hour. The tank deparment hae 
charted the relation of speed with 
power consumption and has founi 
that speed can be increased in the 
average fast boat at a proportionat: 
increase in the fuel consumption up 
to 17 or 18 knots per hour. From 
this point on the increase in coal 
consumption rises on the chart on a 
precipitate slant. 

Although ships have been im- 
proving in design from remotely an- 
cient times, there is no belief in 
the tank department they are any- 
where near perfection yet. Experi- 
mentation will go on endlessly, al- 
terations always being required for 
slightest variations in speed anti 
special designs being required for 
special purposes. In the construc- 
tion of simple barges for use in 
rivers or in tow lines for eoastwise 
ocean traffic there is much to be 
learned. It is said the greatest con- 
tributions to the improvement of 
design of barges have been made by 
our government experimental tank 
in Washington and one in Berlin.

from the chief of police of that city. 
There are more than 300 complaints 
against Moffitt. the police say, al- 
legging that |1©@ swindled clients out 
of about $1,000,000 by the sale of 
fake titles and bogus stocks. 

Shortly before his indictment Mof- 
fitt disappeared. He was trailed to 
Canada by the detectives, from 
there to New Orlenas, Oregon, Seat- 
tle and Washington. He was also 
traced to Sydney, Australia. and 
through other foreign countries. At 
each place he made his escape be- 
fore the police could arrest him. 

Moffitt is said to have owned 
numerous automobiles, several val- 
uable race horses and to have had 
a home on Riverside drive and a 
country place at Bay Side, Long 
Island. He came to New York in 1909 
from Auburn and engaged in the 
real estate and bond business un- 
til the date of his indictment.

According to inforrfation from 
Columbus, given out Saturday night 
by officials of the Pinkerton agen- 
cy in Atlanta, S. A. Sanders, ar- 
rested here Thursday night, for his 


alleged complicity in the hold-up 
of the Bank of Girad, Girard, Ala., 
last Monday, was postively identi- 
fied as one of the robbers, follow- 
ing his transfer to the Muscogee 
county jail Friday nirht. 

Detectives of the Atlanta depart- 
ment declared Friday night that 
Sanders made & partial confession, 
While incarcerated at the station 
house. According to these officers, 
Sanders declared. he might have 
been a party to the hold-up, but if 
he was, had no recollection of it, 
Stating he was intoxicated practi- 
cally all of the day on which the 
Sensational robbery occurred. 

He was taken to Columbus Fri- 
day night by Sheriff Ragland, of 
Muscogee county, despite rumored 
threats that the~ sheriff's automo- 
bile would be held up by friends of 
Sanders, who would free him.

States January 17-24, 1920. Miss 
Georgia Bacon, Worcester, Mass., di- 
rector of the thrift department of 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, has been authorized by 
the executive board of the federation 
to co-operate with the Young Men’s 
Christian association in its great na- 
tional drive during that period to 
teach the American people the 
necessity of thrift. 

Nearly five billion dollars are 
spent for the movies every year; 
three billion dollars for immorality: 
two billion for soft drinks: a like 
amount for tobacco and cigars: two 
hundred million for confectionery 
and thirteen million for chewine 
gum, while millions more are spent 
on cheap theaters, dance halls and 
for other pernicious forms of amuse- 
ments that pave the way for men- 
tal, moral and physical degenera- 
tions as well as financial loss. 

Club women say that the time has 
arrived when a campaign must be 
inaugurated for the protection of the 
life of the nation and the 


family pockethook. Such wild ex- 


|penditure as now characterizes the 
average wage-earner as well asthe 
man and woman of moderate means 
Calls for drastic action. Something 


must be done to arouse the people of 
community to the need of 
conserving their incomes. Reckless 
expenditure of every kind is to be 


|frowned upon. 


The study of family budgets is to 
receive consideration. Lessons tn 
thrift are to be taught at women’s 
clubs and through them dissemi- 
nated throughout every community. 
Material will be sent to every fed- 
erated club from which outlines of 
study may be _ ptepared, Specia! 
speakers from university extension 
departments will be heard at all* 
leading clubs . during thrift week 
with a view to starting a campaign 
of education that will continue 
throughout the vear.

She thus addresses the federatea 
women: 

“The slogan of thrift and savings 
for the coming year is every home 
in the sixth federal reserve district 
a family thrift circle. To accom- 
plish this every woman is asked to 
form a thrift club in her own ‘ome 
The national heads of all the wom- 
en’s organizations have pledged the 
active support and co-operation 0: 
their local branches. 

“We begin the New Year by ask- 
ing every woman to keep an ac- 
curate record of her income and ex- 
penses through the month of Jan- 
uary. In February she is asked to 
compare each day’s needs with ther 
corresponding day in January and 
see if it is possible by careful 
thought and management to supply 
the household with every necessary 
comfort at less expense than the 
month before. 

“No store or factory or bank 
would carry on its business without 
an accurate system of bookkeeping. 
If they did the inevitable result 
would: be failure and bankruptcy. 
The family is a corporation—its 
mental, moral and physical effici- 
ency, its happiness and _  content- 
ment, the self-respect of its individ- 
ual members, their usefulness as 
constructive citizens all depends 
more or less on financial independ- 
ence, which can only be attained hy 
conservative buying and careful 
saving. 

“The wife and mother is the head 
of this corporation. Hers is the guid- 
ing hand in the education of the 
children. It is a recognized fact 
that the first six years of a child's 
life, the time when the mother’s in- 
fluence is supreme is the period in

Aims of the Work. 


“Briefly stated, the aims of the 
surveys to be made are: 

“1. To co-operate with and en- 
dorse all employers who are makine 
an honest effort to better the 
working conditions of their em- 
ploveeg, 

“2. To offer practical suggestiona 

bettering conditions wherever 
are asked for or needed. 

4. To inform the publie, through 
the press, regarding conditions thet 
are commendable as well as to point 
out the changes that are needed. 

“4. To furnish a copy of such sur- 
veys to the commissioner of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor 
with the request that the sugges- 
tions therein be followed up if vos- 
Sible., 

“5. To bring about better legisla- 
tion wherever it is needed, especiall¥ 
with reference to the protection of 
the workers.” . 

Miss Smith refers to the fact that 
the resolutions adopted by the fed- 
eration at the Columbus meeting 
looking toward the appointment of 
@ woman inspector of industries of 
the state under the department of 
commerce and labor was eminentlv 
wise and should be formally én- 
dorsed by every womans’ club in the 
state. 

“Tt is a well-known fact” she 
stated, “that a woman is better fit- 


_ted for investigating certain phases 


of industry, particulary the sur- 


|roundings of women workers. than 


a man is, no matter how conscien- 
tious or well prepared he may be. 
For this reason we should spare no 
effort to bring about the anpoint- 
ment of a woman inspector for this 
state.” 

Mrs. Smith asked: 

“In view of the great Interest 
manifested hy the governor in in- 
dustrial conditions, would it not be 
fittings for this body of women to 
express anpreciation of his interes* 
and to ask that he continue to give 
the movement for better working 
conditions his full sunport. askine 
especially that he further the plans 
of the State Federation for securing 
a woman inspector of industries? 

“The Women’s clubs of the state 
should point out the need for bet- 
ter legislation looking toward the 
protection of workers, for example. 
a law which would provide proper 
surrovrndings for each worker as 
regards ventilatien. heating, light 
and sanitary conditions. 

Other Needs. 

“At present there is no law in 
Georgia which takes care of these 
factors so necessary to the effict- 
ency and good health of the work- 
ers. 

“Another piece of legislatiaqn 
which the women of the state can 
help to bring about is a law. pro- 
viding for the inspection of boilers 
in industrial plants and _ public 
buildings. 

“There is no such law at present, 
and only those industries which are 
insured have protection against the 
explosion of boilers, in such cases 
the inspection being made by the 
insurance companies.

A Unique 
Sewing Club. 


Probably the most dramatic sew- 
ing circle in the world is described 
in a letter received today from 
one of its representatives in Ar- 
menia by Near East Relief, 1 Madi- 
son avenue, New York city. This 
strange sewing circle is made up of 
Armenian women in the little vii- 
lage of Yozgat. Their sewing ma- 
chines are placed outdoors and ail 
day long they sit bent over them, 
stitching away for the _ almost 
rarmentless youngsters of the Near 
East relief orphanage there. Every 
woman in that circle ‘bears some- 
where about her the marks of the 
Turkish knife that was meant fo 
end her life. 

They are those who somehow 
escaped from the terrible massacres 
of 1915 and who, somehow, liv«d 
through the frightful tortures of 
the years which followed. Almost 
all the older women were killed in 
those massacres after thev had seen 
their daughters and sisters des - 
crated and their husbands and 
brothers murdered. These few owe 
their lives to the acciden: of a care- 
less knife or a Turk too much ina 
hurry. Many of them were left for 
dead. 

If you ask one of them about the 
long, jagged scar on the throat of 
the woman sewing opposite she an- 
swers casually. 

“Kesimden gedci,” she says (“it 
came from ‘tthe massacre’’). That is 
all. They all came from the mas- 
sacre, but there is nothing unusua: 
about that, their tone implies. Scars 
and memories of horror are nothing 
but commonplace.

Progressing Rapidly in Georgia 


In anticipation of the knock on 
the door by th ecensus man hun- 
dreds of men and women in Georgia 
are learning to read and to write 
under the direction of the Georgia 
illiteracy commission. 

Georgia must be raised from sixth 
to the highest place in national edu- 
cational statistics, and Georgia 
must live up to her heritage as the 
Empire State of the South, is the 
message which is being passed 'n 
every county where there are 
grownups who can neither read nor 
write. . 

In a letter to Charles J. Haden, 
chairman of the illiteracy commis- 
sion, J. H. Hosch, one of the leading 
spirits for progress in Hall county. 
recently wrote of the work in that 
county: 

“Reports coming in from the va- 
rious teachers in Hall county are 
most encouraging. Between four 
and five hundred illiterates have 
been and are now being taught to 
read and write since the campaign 
was inaugurated.” 

A Mission Work. : 

Hon. M. L. Brittain, commissioner 
of education, in a letter to the ed- 
itor of The Constitution, writes: 

“IT send you a list of nine nam-*s 
of men and women in Murray coun- 
ty who have learned to read and 
write and desire The Tri-Weekly 
Constitution.

Effective on December 20, 1919, 
an order was issued by Vice Ad-| 
miral W. H. Bullard, director of 
communication of the United 
States navy, authorizing naval 
radio stations to transmit news 
messages between San Francisco 
(Mare Island) and Manila at 6 
cents a word. 

Prior to that time all radio com- 
munication between those two sta- 
tions was in the form of commer- 
cial messages, the rate upon which 
was 75 cents a word. 

The only other means of elec- 
trical interchange of intelligence 
across the Pacific is, of course, by 
cable; and the cable rate between 
San Francisco and Manila is 36 
cents a word, and, because of con- 
gestion of business, ordinarily ten 
days are required to get a cabled 
message through. 

The former wireless rate being 
practically prohibitive to ‘news 
transmission, and the cable rate, 
likewise being too high for general 
use, the news reports that passed 
between this country and the 
Orient came in a roundabout way 
from the east, generally so much 
belated and so much curtailed that 
it was entirely unsatisfactory. 

There is no doubt that an insid- 
ious and a cunningly designed 
movement is at work, and has been 
for some years, to destroy the cor- 
dial relationships existing between 
this country and its neighbors 
across the Pacific.

TO SIMPLIFY JUSTICE. 
Much of the commonest criticisms 
of the American court system one 
hears is based upon the age-old 
complaint about “the law’s delay 
and the insolence of office.” 


In too many instances such criti- 
cism is not without justification: 
and especially in the trial of civil 
causes of minor importance—that 
is, in the eyes of the courts and of 
lawyers, but often of tremendous 


age court justice is too often de- 
feated by delay. 


Some time ago the governor of 
Massachusetts, in compliance with 
an act passed by the last legisla- 
ture of that state, appointed a Mas- 
Ssachusetts judicature commission, 
the purpose of which was to study 
the state's judicial system and 
recommend a plan whereby delays 
in litigation might be curtailed and 
the course of justice simplified.

| inquiries far enough to enable it to 


recommend certain changes in the 
existing policy of disposing of suits 
involving claims of not to exceed 
$35, the expressed view of the com- 
mission being that such cases. in- 
volving the interests of citizens of 
moderate circumstances and of 
little knowledge of the law and 
court procedure—

practical administration of justice, 
as entertained by the general mass 
of people. The very fact that the 
sums involved in such cases are 
Small makes it all the more impor- 
tant that the settlement should be 
prompt and without undue expense, 
If there be waste and seeming in- 
justice in trivial matters the im- 
pression is fostered that similar or 
worse discrepancies exist in respect 


to weightier controversies. The ef- 
fect is unfavorable for our body 
politic. 

The commission has prepared e 
bill to be submitted to the legisla- 
ture, which is intended to open the 
way for the court reforms reconi- 
mended, and concerning which 
measure it explains that while its

Provides Income Guaranty. 
The bill provides a direct govern- 
ment guaranty of a railway-operat- 


ing income to each carrier for six } 


months equal to the average of its 
income for three corresponding pe- 


riods of six months during the years 
ending June 30, 1917. It furnishes 
new loans to railways for the tran- 
sition period of two years after the 
termination of federal control. It 
creates a railway labor adjustment 
hoard, with elaborate provisions for 
hearing questions arising as to 
wages and other terms of service. 
It makes the carrier and any union 
liable in-a suit for damages for a 
breach of ‘contract or hire or of a 
contract modified by the adjust- 


ment board or the board of labor / 


appeals. It adds some to the regu- 
latory power of the board, especially 
in the matter of supervising the is- 
sue of the new railway securities 
and of restraining interference with 
its own system of interstate rates 
by state commissions through con- 
flicting state rates already referred 
to. ° 
It is a bill that merely temporizes 
with the situation. It increases the 
duties of the interstate commerce 


commission and attempts to meet 
them by making two additional 
commissioners. But it leaves the 
Situation very much as it was be- 
fore the railroads were taken over, 
and it offers little, if any, hope 
that their condition will be as good 
after the two years of the transi- 
tion period as it was before the gov- 
ernment operation began. The same 
old method of piling more duties 
upon the commission, which two ad- 
ditional members will not enable 
it promptly to discharge, and the 
Same hopelessness in the prospect 
make it reasonably certain that un- 
der this bill the railroads will not 
be substantially any more efficient 
than they were before the war. 
There-is nothing in the bill to at- 
tract the investment of new capi- 
tal and the reconstruction that is 
absolutely essential to the roads if 
they are to serve their legitimate 
purpose. 


Contrast Seen. 
The contrast between the ambi- 
tious courage of the Cummins bill 
to give up a system proven inef- 


fective and to enact radical changes 
for the better, om the one hand, and 
the adherence to old failures of the 
Eech bill,:on: the other. is only too 
apparent when both bills are read.

Judging by all the reports we are 


become the international ,. puzzle. 
They are trying to piece together 
the contradictory and incongruous 


does America mean? 

All Europe was amazed when we 
stayed out of the war so long. Then 
they were still more amazed when 
we went into the war .with such 
wonderful unanimity and splendid 


abandon. After the victory, we ap- 
peared at the peace conference in 
such an entirely unique attitude, 
that the representatives of the other 
nations were dumfounded. We in- 
sisted upon a league of comradeship, 
whose chivalric care should protect 
all of the littie peoples of the world, 
and provide for a civilization which 
would not breed wars. Europe, 
though dazed by such daring ideal- 
ism, nevertheless yielded to the 
pressure of American prestige. 

A LOST 

LEADER. 

Now we must try to imagine they 
confusion in men’s minds when we 
refused to sign our own. creed or to 
become in any way responsible for 
our own plans, No wonder they are 
asking, in the gathering places of 
the world, “What does America 
mean?” 

But it is not Europe alone that is 
puzzled. We here at home are ask- 
inan anxiety of perplexity, 
“What shall be the meaning of our 
beloved America in the history of 
the future?’ Here is a name which 
has been upon the lips of the peo- 
ple of the world oftener than any 
other word during the past four 
years, save, perhaps, the word free- 
dom, for which it had become the 
synonym. In that name men prayed 
and hoped, and by that name men 
swore and died. 

All thought that in some way 
America was to play a world part 
and point the pathway of the fu- 
ture. At the very moment when the 
leadership was hers, America step- 
ped aside and now presents the pit- 
iful picture of a mere onlooker, 
while the nations of the world, with 
stress and strain which _ threaten 
daily to burst the bonds of civiliza- 
tion, struggle forward. 

IN THE GRIP OF 
PARTY POLITICS. 

The tragedy of our political life 
today is revealed in the fact that 
we are in the grip of an outworn 
party system of government. The 
humiliating truth is that a score of 
mediocré politicians, each through 
his party organization applying for 
the office of president, are using the 
peace treaty in their political game 
of battle-dore and shuttle-cock. 

The future of America, and the 
peace and prosperity of the world 
are subordinated to the petty ambi- 
tions of men who conceive public 
offices to be the legitimate prizes of 
political plunder. And yet, these 
men, under our system of party 
leadership, are in the position to 
speak for America, and to give a 
definition to the world of what 
America means. 

And just here is the vital tissue. 
By our acceptance or rejection of. 
the Versailles treaty, we shall de- 
termine the policy of this great re- 
public for the next half a century, 
and make a definition of the mean- 
ing of America among the nations 
of the world. 
iS AMERICA TO BE 
A SPECIAL INTEREST? 

Yes, Article X. is the crux. It 
marks the parting of the ways. The 
language may be modified, amend- 


ed, interpreted, bat in the end we 
must meet the. clean-cut, supremely 
important question, are we willing

Some years ago there crept into 
our political vocabulary a phrase 
which rightly came to be hated by . 
the masses of the people. Two sig- 
nificant words united in a sinister 


marriage, “special interest.” “Spe- 
cial interest” is a deadly enemy to 
the general interest. It is the in- 
terest of the few as opposed to the 
interest of the many. It is the arch 
enemy of democracy. It seeks priv- 
ileges for some of the people at the 
expense of the privileges of all the 
people. Every battle for democracy 
in its last analysis, is a fight be- 
tween “special interest” and general 
interest. 

In the league of nations the rep- 
resentatives of the nations sought 
to frame a charter which would 
include in its provisions the inter- 
ests of all the people of the world. 
When senators seeks to write into 
that charter any special provi- 
sions which would exempt our na- 
tion from bearing its full share of 
responsibility for preserving the 
interests of all the people, they 
strike a blow at the heart of de- 
mocracy by attempting to make 
America a “spécial interest.” So 
far from fulfilling the claims of its 
authors, to Americanize the treaty, 
it is a definite effort to Germanize 
America, and make of us an oli- 
garchy instead of a democracy 
among the peoples of the world. 
REPUDIATING OUR 
OWN PURPOSE. 

It is so easy to recall the wave 
of righteous indignation that 
swept over this country at Ger- 
many’s violation of its treaty obli- 

ations in its invasion of Belgium. 
iow men cursed the Wilson admin- 
istration for not entering the war 
in defense of democracy against 
autocracy! * 

Mr. Roosevelt and ail of his fol- 
lowers swore by the Hague, inter- 
national law, and the laws of hu- 
manity that this government was 
in honor bouhd to protect the liber- 
ties of the weaker nations of the 
world. Finally; when we did enter 
the war and Mr. Wilson defined 
our motives and purposes in his 
immortal address to the United 
States congress, in lofty terms of 
sympathetic comradeship with the 
peoples of the world, a whole na- 
tion applauded his words. When 
he laid down his fourteen points 
as the terms on which he would 
grant peace to the German people, 
his action brought no protest, but 
met with well-nigh universal ap- 
proval. 

Now when Mr. Wilson goes to 
Paris and seeks to translate these 


utterances which had been indorsed 


-by the American people at home. 


and sealed with the blood of their 
sons on the fields of France, in the 
terms of the treaty, by what hon- 
orable bight does the senate re- 
pudiate the promises and pledge+ 
made by an entire people? 


THE WILSONIAN VS. 
THE SENATORIAL AMERICA. 


In the ‘treaty of peace, with its 
league of nations, Mr. Wilson has 
given his interpretation of the 
heart of America. He has said to 
the world, here is what America 
means. But Smith-Bryan-Lodge- 
Knox and company, in a con- 
fusion of tommues and wreserva- 
tions, are saying, “Yes, this is what 
America means, «but considering 
the fact that this is the presiden- 
tial’ year, and that we don't -like 
each other much, and don’t like ths 
president at all, we are unwilling 
to assume any obligations whatso- 
ever to make good this meaning of 
America among the nations.’ The 
time has almost come when the 
American people must stop making 
money long enough to tell the 
world what America does mean.

Men and Business

Here is a bit of plain statement 
that is well worth reading: 

“We want to call attention to a 
labor union which every one may 
join. We can go further than the 
old-time preacher who said he was 
going to preach a sermon which 
‘even the women could understand. 
To full membership in this union 
the women are eligible. 

“The union is the organization 
known as the United States of 
America. It is a labor union if it 
is anything; certainly the vast ma- 
jority of its members have to work. 
It has substantial assets and a large 
and very respectable membership; 
it is fairly well established and is 
likely to continue; it is not exactly 
new, but it is quite ‘alive’ and ‘up- 
to-date’; it is well organized and 
fully prepared to function, even to 
the extent of ‘direct action,’ should 
that be necessary. It is true that 
its dues are pretty heavy for some 
of. its members, and occasionally 
the service it calls for is heroic and 
sacrificial for all, but the member- 
ship fee is small; it asks no more 
than is reasonable of any, and it 
guarantees protection and provides 
countless benefits for every one who 
will avail himself of them. 

“In short, its advantages are so 
great and its obligations, in fact, so 
compelling that it should be brought 
to the attention of all as superior 
to any other union, and important 
to be kept in view when any other 
is proposed. Indeed, membership in 
it stands as a prior obligation with 
most of us, and the duties it re- 


quires are not to be lightly inter- 
fered withf as the benefits it se- 


cures are not to be lightly regard- 
ed.”’ 

The foregoing is from The Finan- 
cial Chronicle. While it is address- 
ed particularly to the unionist, it 
applies as well to the employer.

By the merging of twenty-seven 
great trucking companies into one 
corporation, New York has entered 
upon a new departure in this branch 
of urban transportation.

Punishment for crime, or 
delinquency, is best achieved 
through humane methods. Among 
those methods the psychopathic in- 
stitute has grown in proportions 
and become invaluable in directing 
judges of courts in their decisions 


advising them through their social 
diagnosis and prognosis of the 
clients what the proper disposition 
of the client. or delinquent, or 
criminal, whatever name the prison- 
er may be given, should be. 

In a recent English blue book out 
of a 168,260 convictions during the 
year, 104,171 were repeated offend- 
ers. That is 70 per cent were re- 
cidivists; and 12,133 had been con- 
viéted above 20 times previously. 
The laboratory is the place to send 
such offenders first. They need a 
psychopathic inquiry made by a 
competent scientist; patholerical 
treatment is found to be an eco- 
nomic substitute and relief for 
prison cells and chain gangs. The 
court of domestic relations of Chi- 
cago has found that many domeés- 
tic difficulties come from mental 
deficiency and venereal diseases. 
Such offenders of society need a 
physician, and the social order 
should provide a remedy Instead of 
a punishment. In fact the remedy 
is sufficient punishment. 

A while ago the city council of 
Chicago constituted a ‘committee 
known as the “Merriam Crime Com- 


mittee,” which reported upon the 
economic problem of the courts and 
crime. It was reported that only 
3 per cent of all felony cases were 
sent to the penitentiary. It was 
‘also found that the court and jail 
machinery. costing $8.000,000 a year, 
was maintained for the purr 
discharging innocent

fal offenses. 


of public money was made keeping 
innocent people in jail. 

Society needs protection. For 
this purpose the police department 
is instituted. And for this pur- 
pose municipal courts have come 
into existence. And for this pur- 
pose, also, the court fs more and 


more relying upon the scientist for 
instruction as to what disposition 
should be made. It is not punish- 
ment, it is friendly consideration 
needed. Society is not delivered by 
the whipping post, solitary confine- 
ment, or even the gallows. Th 

are pot social physicians. Socie®S 
is corrected of its ills only so far, 
as the heart of the social order is 
administered to. If our methods of 
caring for offenders is inadequate, 
and therefore, not competent, wis- 
dom is shown in correcting our 
methods. Certainly the city coun- 
cil in doing away with the “buck- 
ing chair” and the lash for women, 


has seen light and in good faith has 
acted. For this the community 
at large no doubt is congratulating 
them. From such humiliation tne; 


may yet deliver the men offenders 
and thus another step up will be 
taken. No criticism is made upon 
the men who administer punish- 
ment; but upon the system, and thé 
method.

Turinig now to the centre of 
Europe we see that the allies have 
endeavored to make good § their 
promises of liberating the seamen 
nationalities, but in doing this they 
have been guided by narrow and aca- 
demic, rather than by economic, po- 
litical or strategic acts. They 
have accepted the destruction of 
Austria-Hungary, but they have not 
sought or achieved any stable equi- 
librium in its place. They have 
drawn boundary lines across the 
centre of Europe, striving faith- 
fully to follow ethnographic circum- 
stances, but ignoring economic 
thus condemning regions and 
peoples newly liberated from tyran- 
ny to misery, famine, extinction, 
if these boundaries are maintained.

000, the western nations have deait 
with incredible stupidity, seeking to 
compel these two states to conform 
to academic ideas of ethnographic 
frontiers, usually incorrectly de- 
scribed. Thus, instead of having 
in the east and at the Russian 
boundaries two states capable of 
real development, the western allies 
have sacrificed Poland to Germany 
and alienated Rumania by seeking 


to deny Rumanian lands because of 
fear of ultimate Russian resent- 
ment. 


In the new Europe, which we 
See at the present hour, then the 
Situation is this: France and Great 


Britain are unquestionably bound 
together by a community of inter- 
ests and dangers which insure joint 
action for a long time. With them 
Beigium must be reckoned for ob- 
vious reasons, But Italian adher- 
ence to this Anglo-French block 
is far from certain. Loeking east- 
ward, Poland and Rumania, natura! 
members of the western alliance. 
have been weakened and in the case 
of Rumania, alienated. In case of 
bolshevist attack upon Poland, the 
allies have so wrought that Poland 
may be able to resist the attack, 
while Rumania is bound to consult 
her own interests rather than aet 
in conformity with western powers 
which have consistently sacrificed 
her rights to Russian ambitions. 
As for the group of states on old 
Hungarian territoty, Hungary and 
Austria are definitely hostile and 
necessarily driven to a future Ger- 
man alliance, Czecho-Slovakia is 
isolated and at odds with Poland, 
Jugo-Slavia is involved in fatally 
compromising disputes with Italy 
and with Rumania. Bulgaria, too, 
is forever hostile, while Greece has 
been sacrificed to this permanently 
hostile Bulgaria.

of the present situation. But un- 
happily just this firm association 
has been prevented perhaps perma- 
nently by the progress of events 
in Paris and the unhappy effort 
to make peace without regard to 
historical, economic or _ . political 
facts and solely with regard for 
academic principles abroad and do- 
mestic political circumstances at 
home. 

Turning now to the other side of 
the picture, we see, as against an 
Anglo-French alliance, still strug- 
gling to expand itself into a Euro- 
pean system, two enorm@us facts, 
the one German and the Gther Rus- 
sian and both necessarily and so 
far as the future can be read, per- 
mantliy hostile to the western com- 
bination. Germany has been con- 
quered, bit neither permanently 
erushed nor yet conciliated. Con- 
ciliation was at all times impossible, 
unless the French and Belg@ns 
were to be made the victims of 
German outrages and condemned 
to perish in a vain effort to restore 
(jerman depredations without 
German indemnities. Permanent 
weakening was possible, only s0 
far as the allies were able to 
create a new Europe which would 
be sufficiently strong to make a 
renewal of German assault impos- 
sible.

It could only be check- 
ed if all the rest of the civilized 
world stood firm against it. But 
would it? 


HOPE FOR 
TEUTONS. 


Looking at Europe today, the Ger- 
man perceives that Italy is hardly 
to be counted upon by his old ene- 
mies; he perceives that Rumania has 
been practically lost by Angio- 
American policies. He may exag- 
gerate the weakness which has 
overtaken France as a result of the 
war, but the weakness is unmistak- 
able. He may place too great value 
upon the present reaction in Aaieri- 
Ca against further European ac- 
tion, but the reaction is an un- 
mistakable fact.- 

But what is important to no:e is 
this circumstance. If you and I .vere 
Germans, who believed in 1914 that 
our country was called upon to ful- 
fil a great world. mission, if we 
thought in the well-known German 
manner then, would fe now, when 
we were faced with a future which 
Promised national decadence if we 
accepted it, a long period of foreign 
occupation and an enormous pay- 
ment to foreign governments, a 
permanent abdication as one of the 
great world nations, resign our old 
Visions and settle down to what 
lyés ahead? 


The answer seems to nde clear. To 
cure Germany of her vast and evil 


dream we had not merely to defeat 
her in war, which we just barety 
Succeeded in doing, but we had also

and perhaps an ultimate vassal. 


ALLIES 
LOST PEACE. 

We come, almost inevitably, then, 
to the conclusion that the allies 
whe won the war lost the peace. 


The great opportunity to -rect bar- 
riers against a new German flood 
has disappeared. Instead we have 
not merely the old German menace, 
but the new Russian peril. If we 
had crushed bolshevism when the 
moment was favorable a year ago 
Germany would have today tooked 
out upon a Europe offering her no 
possible ally and no favorable “field 
of exploitation, the saved Russia 
would have been a partner in our 
new system, a great force in our 
new Europe. 

Instead, we failed and permanent- 
ly alientated 125,000,000 Russians 
who are today moving more and 


more ciearly toward a temporary 
association with 75,000,000 Ge: mans, 
who remain equally outside our new 
system, who hate us and our ideas 
with a hatred which is no tonger 
to be mistaken. And in this Russo- 
German sé€a oh hostile millions the 
little Slav and Latin states we 
have fashioned in the east and 
south are chips. They could hardly 
be maintained, even if we sent vast 
armies to them now, once Eussia 
begins in earnest or whenever Ger- 
many resumes.

Britain faces wasting ex- 
ertions in all her far flung empire 
from Ireland to India; France, vic- 
torious, is almost bled white. The 
little races newly liberated hate 
each,other more than their old op- 
pressors. In sum, the peace of 
Versailles, like the historic settle- 
ments of the past, only marks the 
end of one world-wide struggle to 
usher in the first act of another. In 
1914 we, the western nations. had 
only one foe and that was Germar- 
ism, today We have the old foe. but 
we have in addition another at least 
equally deadly—namely, bolshevism. 
Nor is it inconceivable that Ger- 
many. herself, although losing the 
recent war, has opened a _ breach 
through which the new enemy may 
yet penetrate.

Sigrid’s heart has been ailing her,

She manages to rivet their 
attention long enough to enable the 
loyal British regiments to rally to 
the defense of the whites. 

The cast supporting Nazimova is 
excellent. Charles Bryant plays Ma- 


jor Tristram Boucicault with sym- 
pathy and a manly ruggédness that 
won appreciative recognition. 
Charles - French and Herbert 
Prior are a couple of “heavy” men 
who impart dash to their perform- 
ances.

That the “Woman Question”

HY is it that Americans answer one question by ask- 
WV ing another?” inquired the Englishman. : 
And the American answered, “Do we?” 

To the above question as to which way women are going, 
I answer, “Which women?” 

Some women are going up, some down, some backward, 
some forward, and some, like most people, stand pat. 

But this varied commotion is a change from what we used 
to see—all women stationary except those who went aown. 

They could not go backward in the old days, because 
their position was just where it always had been—-at the 
starting post . 

The last century or so has seen more change in the 
position of women than many a thousand years before. 

So sudden, so general, so far-reaching a change :n the 
relation of half the world to the other half has naturally 
roused much feeling and awakened some thought. Our feel- 
ings have been hurt the most. 

It gives pain to the mind to havea cosey little bunch 
of ideas and emotions which have been snuggling dowh to 
gether for forgotten ages suddenly jerked out into the day- 
light and rearranged. gee 

Here was the subject, woman, with its inseparable con- 
notations; first the main division, young or old, then the 
second broad distinction, good or bad. 

If bad, there was little more to be said. Take advantage 
of them while young, and then—forget them. 

If good, they fell into the feminine relationships, caugh- 
ter, sister, sweetheart, wife, mother, trailing into indistinct 
grandmothers and great grandmothers, with a useful yet 
derided collateral string of maiden aunts. 

It is to be noted that the bad ones were never thought 
of in these relationships, yet they knew them all but the 
last set. But if good, we further added to our classification 
the term housewife, or at least housekeeper, with an under- 
stood inclusion of cook, seamstress, laundress, nurse end 
general servant. 

This being our mental arrangement in regard to woman, 
all blanketed and curtained off with modesty, convention and 
prejudice, it has been a rude jar to us, painful and offensive, 
to find woman suddenly appearing all over the shop im al! 
sorts of new social relationships. 

The one main direction in which women are going is 
out of the kitchen. 

This we used to call out of the home. Yet a man has 
a home, and enjoys it, too, without spending his days in the 
kitchen. 

Women have at last asserted in word and deed that 
they are not, as a sex, foredoomed to be cooks by profession. 

And in spite of every kind of opposition brought to bear 
by an outraged world, they have attained education and in- 
dustrial development, to a lasre extent. 

We have found, to our reluctant surprise, that woman 
remains woman although educated; also that she is still 
woman although earning several thousand dollars a year. 

Such a tremendous phenomenon as the emergence of 
half of humanity from primitive seclusion into modern eco- 
nomic and political itinieaiinnen, in less than a century, has 
not. been without some disagreeable accompaniments. 

Such wide readjustments always bring much perzonal 
unhappiness. Nature {is singularly indifferent to personal 
affairs when encaged in advancing racial interests 

It is httle she cares for the insect mother who dies 
after laying her egs, or the masses of drone bees who die 
Without doing a: ything 

When the human race is makipe progress millions of 
tndividvals may squirm and suffer. Nobody seems to care. 

Yet that progress orings happiness to more millions, 
greater happiness than was possible before 

Now let uz look closely and study this recent movement 
of women to see which way they are going, as a whole. 

Which way is humanity going? What are we here for, 
anyway? 

Some think this world is only a sprincheard fer heaven— 
tf you can make it. But wiser ones, whether from the religious 
or the scientific point of view, see it as a place te grow in. 

That is what evolution means—growth, as a tree grows 
from a seed. Al! that super-masculine talk about “the strug- 
g'e for existence” is not eVilution. A seed does not fight: 
it grows. So does a baby. So does humanity. 

The main line of the world's growth is that of enlarged 
social interests and services, from the “independence” of the 
Savarce to the interdependence of civilization. 

This is accomplished by a widening range of arts, crafts. 
ss eewrengs by highly specialized work and exchange of

it? But social evolution is by no means as smooth as that. 
One cannot be in two places at the same time, and the woman 
who was emerging into the world had to leave home during 
working hours. 

Here is the rub. 

The woman question, at its smarting centre, is not one 
of sex, but of economics. 

Man is not losing either the good or the bad woman. 
He is not losing daughter, sister, sweetheart, wife or mothér, 
but he is losing his private cook. 

Never was there.a more serious and genuine loss. There 
could not be a more simple device for personal comfort than 
that of the old arrangement by which the term “wife” was 
made to include the fact, servant.

But in no other species is the female supposed to spend 


her strength, not merely in the natural services of mother- 
hood, but in the unnatural services of the adult male. 

Seeing his cook depart, man has felt that the home was. 
doomed to destruction, and still feels so for the most vart 

We should have more confidence in the laws of nature 
Women are coming nearer to men, not leaving them. There 
was tittle real companionship between man and his cook. 

But the woman citizen, the business woman, the pro- 
fessionai woman and working woman generally, are going 
to make far more agreeable wives and more competent 
mothers. 

“Going to be? Why not now?” you ask. 

There are two obstacles to our happiness at present. 
One is the. very ancient prejudice of the men who think of 
women only in terms of domesticity and are quite sure they 
do not like the new kind. 

We shall have to go unhappy until these men are dead. 
It ‘takes new men to appreciate and enjoy new women. 

The other is a very real difficulty, an economic one 

We are thus losing that married servant of ours, we 
are losing the hired ones as well (strange, what a dislike 
women seem to have for those domestic duties!), and so far 
we have devised no substitute. 

We need the trained skill, the specialized knowledge, the. 
lifelong professional services of first-class women to do 
scientifically and economically the work we have so long left 
to ignorant amateurs. 

For we must have homes, clean, comfortable and happy; 


places for rest, privacy’ and companionship, for women as>. 


well as men. 

There are some sc misguided as to avoid marriage and 
motherhood. -These will die out, and their line with them. 

And there are some, amusingly foolish, who think to 
find freedom in calling good what used to be called bad. 

We may have the largest patience for weakness, for 
the excesses caused by an abnormal condition, for the failures 
and repeated experiments of those who do not mate suc- 
cessfully. 

But for those urging the theory which puts a casual 
promiscuity in place of lasting love we should have no more 
patience than for one teaching children to eat poison. 

And of all pathetic absurdities nothing could be more 
consummately silly than to see women calling that “free- 
dom” which t= so ancient a form of exploitation. 

Let us be clear in our minds, then, about women. They 
are changing, industrially, from one kind’ of work to all 
kinds they are able to do. 

This is good for them, good for their children and good 
for the world. 

They are changing, politically, from the patriarchal 
system of government to the democratic. 

They are changing in the marriage relation from help- 
less dependents to equals, self-governing, and with far more 
to give when free than when under ownership. 

A free wife ts a better lover than a slave wife. 

Some men may prefer the slave kind. These are going 
to be lonesome. | 

They are changing as mothers from the amateur, the 
poor experimenter who has lost instinct and not gained 
knowledge, to the wise, experienced teachers of youth who 
recognize that a baby needs the highest kind of care, not 
the lowest. 

And as the age-old keepers of the house we may look 
to the intelligence and business sense of modern women to 
give us homes not bailt on human sacrifice, not

Throughout the Army—His Notorious Re- 
sortin Paris Past Which Young Girls Feared 
to Walk—tThe Beautiful Therese Duverger 
Urges Caillaux to Promulgate Separate 
Peace Proposal—Clemenceau Exposes Cail- 
laux’s Intrigues With Therese. 


There used to be a deeply recessed, 
shadow haunted, hollow sounding 
doorway in a side street of Paris, 
which led into a place known as 
“La Ruche” (“The Bee Hive’’). Past 
this door many a girl dared not walk 
at night. Within lurked a man, whom 
the women called “The Red Bee. 
Fearful stories were told of his noc- 
turnal adventures, and so it came to 
pass that mothers warned their 
daughters to flee at his approach. 

Many times during the day the 
rumbling noise of a printing press was 
heard within “La Ruche.” Strange 
looking men, whose faces were fre- 
quently hid under down-turned hat 
brims, passed hurriedly in and out. 
Now and then a motor delivery wagon 
stopped in front of the gloomy door 
and from the depths of “The Bee 
Hive” were brought forth great pack- 
ages of red pamphlets, which were 
quickly loaded into the automopile 
and whisked away. 

“The Bee Hive” was known to the 
prefecture of police as Sebastien 
Faure, one of the most dangerous 
anarchists in France. His name, like 
that of Almereyda and the rest of the 
Corsican guard, was inscribed in the 
Carnet B. Faure was a pamphieteer. 
His printing office swarmed with an- 
archists and social agitators of all 
kinds, who had again and again been 
cast into prison because cf their plots 
to overthrow France. Mist of them 
advocated the same views as the bol- 
sheviks of Russia. Faure was their 
leader. 

‘“Vhen complaints were made to the 
police that he had attacked little 
girls, Faure only laughed. 

“They do not dare touch me,” 
boasted. “Malvy is my friend. He 
not only protects me, but he gives 
me money to publish my pamphlets.” 

And Faure told the trutn: The 
police did not touch him. From Malvy 
he not only received the hand of wel- 
come when he went to the ministry 
of the interior, but a regular govern- 
ment subsidy of 1,500 francs a month. 
In other words, Malvy had the govern- 
ment pay 
government. 

This amazing situation was not ful- 
ly revealed until years” afterward, 
when the Sebastien Faure skeleton 
in the Malvy closet was dragged 
forth and cast into the flames. 

An interview between Malvy = and 
Faure took place January 2°26, 1915. 
ticht or ten days later, M. Morceau, 
a subordinate of Malvy, discovered 
two new “Bee Hive” pamphlets which 
he thought so dangerous that he .m- 
mediately reported they = should ve 
seized. M. Morceau's recommendation 
was passed along by M. Richara, di- 
rector of the secret service bureau, 
to Malvy, with the result that it re- 
ceived this notation: 

“Communique to the director. 
ordered not to seize.” 

in “Le Treve des Peuples 
Truce of the Peoples”), issued 
14, 1915. Sebastien Faure urged the 
army to atrike. He said that on Aut- 
guet 1, 1915, all the soldiers should 
lay down their arms and go back to 
their cantonments. Six thousand 
cortes of this circular were printed, 
and Malvy made not the slightest ef- 
fort to stop them 

Faure’s gratitude toward Malvy ts 
shown by his letter to his friend 
Maurtetus an anarchist lecturer, with 
whom he planned to found a defeatist 
paper. called “Ce qu'il faut dire” 
(“What one must sav"), which later 
exerted a far reaching § influerce 
thoughout the arms Under date of 
February 24, 1915, Faure wrote: 

“My dear Mauricius: 

“My expectations have heen 
‘sed. Without hesitation, without 
formal! “a without aAnY con qj ition the 
subsidy which I asked. has heen 
granted to me T hope that it shall 
be maintained until the termination 
of the war. Thus ‘La Ruche’ is saved 
once more. We are now tranquil and 
of a free mind.” 

Speaking of the proposed “Ce qu'il 
faut dire” and ita defeatist campaign, 
he added 

“In the first nlace, we must make a 
brusk atts We must hit the minds 
of the people quick, quick, if we wish 
'. conquer our adversary before it 
hee time to stop us.” 

Thanks to the subsidy “Ce qu’!l faut 
dire” was finaliy launched with the 
motto “The sacred union of the 
pectfiste versus the chanvinists.” 

Not content with merely printing 
Pamphiets Faure took the stump 
acainest the war. In the offices. of 
the “Syndicat des Terrassiers.” on 
May 2° 1915. he lectured to 1.200 
People. and his text was “Down with 
the war.” Yet Malvy continued the 
subsidy. 

Meanwhile there were many ugly 
stories told @., the hac} k rooms of 
“The Bee Hive” concerning the com- 
plaints of mothers against Faure. to 
which the police paid no heed. Final- 
ty, on September 28. 1916 a demand 
that Faure be imprisoned for an at- 
tack on two girls was thought br the 
lower police officials to be too serious 
te he frooped. It was Passe] along 
to the prefect of Paris, who made this 
@anctiation: 

“I presented to Sebastien Faure the 
oheervations made in the report, 
which, because of the state of the 
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prosecution.”’ 


GERMAN PROPAGANDA 
SOUGHT COVER. 


During the first year of the war, 
Germany’s publicity agents in France 
did not dare use the newspapers 
openly. Even the Bonnet Rogue 
It contented itself 
with insidious intimations that Eng- 
land was not aiding France all she 
should, and that British selfishness 
was acquiring the rest of the world 
and letting France bleed. 

Accordingly, the enemy used 
pamphlets, which were annoymous, 
whenever necessary to hide their au- 
thorship. Most of them were issued 
from anarchist and pacifist printing 
presses in Paris and distributed by 
secret agents throughout the army, 
the factories engaged in the manutfac- 
ture of war supplies, the cafes in 
Paris, the country hotels, and even 
among the old men and women, who 
were left to labor in the fields. 

“One of the first manifestos to at- 
tract the attention of the army at- 
thorities appeared on December 27, 
1914, when Caillaux was still in South 
America negotiating with the enemy 
for a separate peace. It was first

In January, 1915, about the time 
that the British sank the German 
battle cruiser “Blucher” in a great 
naval engagement in the North sea, 
another pamphlet, from the same 
source, began to ie seen. It was 
printed like apo nd wee Lowa 
denty burst ae w or tne 
serby posted to a wall or biineuten 
in a frame from a lamp post. This 
is the way it read: 

“Open your eyes ahd revolt, O, you 
Frenchmen! Do not believe any 
longer what your ‘rulers tei! you, 
when they speak of fight with a large 
R’ and of liberty with a big ‘L!’ The 
French offensive has been forever 
broken. France has but one chance 
of saving herself, and tHat is to lay 
down her arms in the name of the 
hirher interests of humarity.” 

The minister of war was constantly 
finding his hands tied by Malvy. He 
learned, for instance, that on July 1, 
1915, a snecial bulletin of the “Union 
of the Metals” was to appear, that 
would champion the Swiss pacifists. 
Sure enough, when the bulletin left 
the presses it contained an article 
prohibited in Switzerland. It ap- 
peared for a world movement in favor 
of peace. “The massacre of the peo- 
ples must eease,” it said. 

The minister of war communicat- 
ed with his colleague of the interior, 
who replied: 

“We must not touch the Union of 
the Metals, nor the place where the 
paper is printed. We must simnly 
endeavor to do what we ean on the 
ovtside to stop its circulation.” 

The nrefect of Seine-et-Oise, who 
made the first complaint to Malvy 
about France, complained to Malvv's 
recret service bureau in May 1916, 
that at Villeneuve-St.-Georges an an- 
erehist printing plant was running at 
full blast. The prefect rot no reply. 
Some of the namphlets from this es- 
tablishment fell into the hands of 
Premier Briand. and on December 29. 
ae-* riand asked Malvvy whv he did 
not stop it. An investigation followed. 
The vrefect explained that he had 
asked for instructions and got none. 
After this explanstion he gent his in- 
etructions from Malvy immediately. 
They were: “Do nothine without re- 
ferring the matter to us.” e 


A TYPICAL 
DEFEATIST LETTER. 


The correspondence of soldiers 
ned by the censor discovered that 
this propaganda of discontent, despair 
and defeat had a most insidious in- 
fluence upon the troops. Here is only 
one letter, made public vears after- 
ward in a trial for treason. It was 
written by a soldier to his sweetheart, 
and read as follows: 

“My dearest little Jeanne: I re- 
ceived today, at the same time, vour 
two letters of December 30 and Jan- 
vary 2. In the one of December 29 I 
found the manifesto in favor of peace 
and the little white sheet. which I 
read aloud to several dozen fellow 
soldiers in my squadron. Afterward. 
I communicated it to nearly all the 
regiment. 

“! put in ft all my ardor, all my 
profound faith. all the intonation to 
be desired. Everybody approved it. 
I was sure of their sympathy. but 
when I asked them to sign their 
names, all, or nearly al!. said: 

“"Yes, it is quite true but it is tm- 
possible.’ 

“Understand that I did not expect 
them to‘act any ofher way. but I took 
advantage of it to let them know 
what I thought of them. I abused 
them fo my heart’s content. 

“A few of them, however. wished to 
frame a vigerous resolution and told 
us that we should wire our approval! 
end confidence to Sebastien Faure. 
I was compelled to check their ardor, 
because, if it is all right to show one’s

approval, it is useless to expose one- 
self to arrest and imprisonment.” 

M. Merillon, the public prosecutor 
at the trial, at which the letter was 
put in evidence, said that this kind 
of poison was being poured into the 
very heart of France. 

“The existence of such propagan- 
da is affirmed,” he continued. “I 
have also the reports of nearly all the 
commanding generals, as for instance, 
Generals de Castelnau Duchesne, 
Humbert, Franchet, d’Esperey, St.- 
Juste, Bonclair and  Guillaumat, 
whom we are so happy to see in the 
defense of Paris. And this is what 
these chiefs have been able to prove. 

“In Paris there is a pestilential cen- 
ter, a revolutionary clearing house, 
whose branches reach far out into our 
armies. Its agents belong to an oc- 
cult organization, and take their or- 
ders from Paris. There are also 
pamphlets of a purely German organ- 
ization, with headquarters also in 
Paris. These are all part of a cam- 
paign instigated by the Germans for 
the purpose of delivering France to 
the enemy.” 

Senator Henri Berenger, who con- 
ducted a special investigation of the 
propaganda of pacifism and defeatism 
in the army, made a report to the 
senate in which he reacaed this con- 
clusion: 

“Germany did not only try to crush 


her. Jean would have been just the 
ene for such work. I had perfect 
faith in him. Whom can I get?” 

Almereyda turned again to his 
desk, but Mme. Therese haunted his 
thoughts so pesistently, that he found 
he could not write his editorial 
against British aggression in Africa. 
He became so upset, that finally he 
wheeled around in his chair, turned 
his back toward the door, pulled out 
of his pocket a dainty gold box, 
which looked as if it belonged to 
some lady’s chatelaine, and from it 
poured upon a thumbnail a portion of 
cocaine. He did notice that is was 
twice his usual dose, until he had 
snuffed it into his nostrils, and tilted 
himself back against the wall. 

He soon feel into a stupor. 

Had Almereyda not lost his sense 
at that particular time, France might 
never have known how Germany sent 
a woman to Caillaux in his Paris 
home, and asked him to go to Switz- 
erland to negotiate the terms of a 
separate peace. 

Just as Almereyda feared, Therese 
found a friend with whom she talked 
too much. The police got hold of the 
story. They learned that the woman 
had gone to Caillaux’s house and de- 
livered Germany’s message to him, 
that she had written and received let- 
ters from her partner, Lipscher, an 
agent of the central powers, stationed 
in Switzerland, and that in these let- 


a safe conduct to go to The Hague. 
His numerous letters, his frequent vis- 
its to various cities, his journeys 
abroad, and certain remarks which he 
was heard to make to his entourage 
in The Hague during several months’ 
stay there, caused the agents of the 
French secret s2rvice to point him out 
as a suspicious individual. 

“On October 11, 1915, the Duverger 
woman disembarked at Dieppe. She 
said she was going to her family at 
Arcueil-Cachant. She was watched, 
and it was reported that she arrived 
at Arcueil-Cachant. The prefecture 
of police was asked to shadow her 
movements. 


“On November 16, 1915, the surete 


generale (Malvy’s secret service bu- 
reau) again called the attention of the 
prefect of police to watch the wom- 
an. This action resulted from a tel- 
egram received from the minister of 
France at The Hague by the depart- 
ment of foreign affairs in Paris, in- 
structing that special measures be 
taken to intercept her correspondence. 

“M. Gauthier, commissaire of po- 
lice in charge of watching the re- 
trenched camp at Paris, under the 
direction of the military authorities, 
sent an official order to the postoffice 
of Arcueil-Cechant, stating that all 
the mail which the woman received 
or posted should be copied for a spe- 
cial report.

“The German propaganda in our 
territory dates away prior to the war.

Soon after the de- 
feat upon the Marne and the Yser, 
the Germans realized in their trench- 
es that the war would be a long one 
and that the Franco-British alliance, 
unless disrupted, would dictate the 
terms of peace.” 

Despite the ER GES of army 
officials, the denunciations of editors, 
like Daudet, of deputies, like Barres, 
and the constantly increasing fire of 
censure from the guns of Clemen- 
ceau’s “L’Homme Libre” (The Free 
Man), Malvy treated all criticism 
with contempt. So great was his 
power and the power of his friends 
to thwart Clemenceau’s campaign 
against official corruption, favoritism 
and criminal negligence, that for a 
time the “Tiger's” paper was sup- 
pressed. But the “Tiger” himself 
could not be caged. He renamed his 
paper, “L’Homme ~Enchaine.” (The 
Man in Chains), and continued the 
fight. 


MME. THERESE, ENEMY 
AGENT, VISITS CAILLAUX. 


Almereyda was sitting in his office 
of the Bonnet Rouge one December 
afternoon in 1915, when the telephone 
rang. and a woman's voice said: 

“Caron woukl not take the black 
cross yet. Will call you again tomor- 
row.” 

The Apache editor made no reply. 
He hung up the receiver and looked 
toward the desk, where Jean used to 
work before he went to war. 

“That was Therese,” he said to bim- 
self. “Caillaux would not take the 
responsibility of promulgating Ger- 
many's separate peace terms now. I 
ought to assign a reporter to watch 
her. She is always meeting some- 
bedy, and becoming too com panion- 
able. If Berlin knew all the things 
she did in Paris, she would never be 
trusted with any more important mis- 
sions. But I've no man to shadow 


ters Caillaux was always referred to 
“Caron.” In these letters, the po- 
lice also learned, there was a peculiar 
jargon, which was thought to reveal 
the existence of a secret order, devot- 
ed to the overthrow of France and 
the establishment of a bolshevik state 
and that its emblem was a black 
cross. 

Because these revelations implicat- 
ed Caillaux, Malvy had them smoth- 
ered. The Duverger woman was al- 
lowed to escape. All the papers in 
the case were pigeonholed. Not un-. 
til the Clemenceau premiership was 
bold enough to put Malvey on trial 
and dig out of Malvy’s own files the 
proof of his criminal negligence, were 
the secret machinations of Caillaux, 
Lipscher, and Mme. Therese made 
public. m 

The story is best told by translat- 
ing the official report of this affair 
made by M. Peres to the French sen- 
ate. M. Peres used only the sworn 
testimony of witnesses and the official 
records of military and civil authori- 
ties. The tragic circumstances sur- 
rounding the submission of this report 
to the senate, the vast number of 
other plots interwoven into the great 
conspiracy, which is also uncovered, 
will be told later. 

Tne part of the report containing 
“The Lipscher Affair” read as fol- 
lows: 

“During the first days of October, 
1915, the Surete Generale (secret 
service bureau of the ministry of the 
interior) by the various branches of 
information ’in Holland, was advised 
of the departure for France of a wom- 
an called Therese Duverger, mistress 
of M. Lipscher, a Hungarian. 

“M. Lipscher was already well- 
known in Paris, as an agent of ‘nter- 
national character. His name dates 
back to the trial of Mme. Caillaux, in 
which he was called to testify. It 
is he, who had negotiated with M. 
Calmette, in the name of Count Tisza, 
a contract Yor the publication of ‘Le 
Figaro’ of a series of articles fa- 
vorable to the Hungarian government. 
M. Caillaux had purchased from Lip- 
scher a photograph of this agreement 
to use it as a weapon against the 
victim of his wife.

STRANGE CODE 
IN LETTERS. 

“A letter soon arrived from Lip 
scher, dated December 13. It came 
from Zurich, Switzerland. 

“First of all Lipscher apologized for 
not having written more often and at 
greater length, and added in a pe- 
culiar jargon, unintelligible to the un- 
initiated: 

“*And then I looked for your letter 
today from Friday of that famous vis- 
it before putting my affair on the road 
of realization, but that letter has not 
arrived yet. Today I am wondering 
what sort of a yarn has offered again 


“Simultaneously M. Gauthier seized 
two letters in which an automobilist 
soldier named Beauquier, who at that 
time was on leave in Paris, was ask- 
ing the Duverger woman to come and 
have a talk with him. A watch was 
set and sure enough, on December 
18, 1915, at 3 p.m.,in the parlor of the 
Hotel Terminus, which was designat- 
ed as the rendezvous, Beauquier was 
found in a tete-a-tete with Mme. The- 
rese. 

“After the a Beauquier dis- 
covered that he was being shadowed. 
Of his own accord Beauquier went to 
the inspector and said: 

“I do not want to be compromised 
by this woman. I made an appoint- 
ment with her to obtain some news 
abo* my wife, whom I left in Brus- 
sels. This Mme. Therese is a mistress 
of Lipscher, an agent of the German 
government, who desires to make 
over.ures of peace to M. Caillaux. 
Lipscher and Mme. Therese have been 
writing letters to each other abcrt 
Caillaux and in this correspondence 
they always refer to him as ‘Ceron.’ 

“Beauqguier informed the inspectors 
that he was willing to tell all he knew, 
if he were to be examined as a wit- 
ness in any official proceeding. 

“On the morning of December 21, 
1915, Commissaire Gauthier gave a 
verbal account of these facts to his 
chief, M. Mouton, and at the sanie 
time he requested authorization to 
obtain the complete declaration. 
which Beauquier was ready to make. 

“This should have been done at 
once,” said M. Peres, in commenting 


to the Germans. 


upon the situation, “because the sol- 
dier’s leave was to expire the follow- 
ing day. 

“But M. Mouton did not see fit to 
comply immediately with the commis: 
saire’s request. Quite impressed, as» 
he explained later, by the gravity of 
the affair, he asked Commissaire Gau- 
thier to write without further investi- 
gation report containing what facts 
he already had, and to bring it to him 
at the Cafe de Paris, where he was 
to have dejeuner with his friends, M. 
Richard and M. Maunoury. 

(M. Richard was the director of the 
Surete generale. M. Maunoury was 
director of the prefecture of ‘police of 
Paris. Both offices were under the 
ministry of the interior. Both men 
were subservient subordinates of 
Malvy.) 

“M. Gauthier did as he was told. 
He made out a report anf took it to 
M. Mouton at the Cafe de Paris. 

“According to sworn statements of 
M. Richard and M. Mouton, which 
they havo since made, they left the 
table for a moment and with M. Mau- 
noury, gathered in the embrasure of 
a window. They talked the matter 
over and deliberated upon the advis- 
ability of informing the minister of 
the interior concerning any affair 
which involved a former -eeesipege of 

@ council (BM. 

“M. Mouton returned’ to “hfs office 
and told M. Gauthier to give him all 
the papers in this case. In gpite of 
Gauthier’s protests M. Mouton told 
him to drop the whole matter.” 

In a deposition to a commissaire 
of the Sixth army,,January 30, 1916, 
Beauquier again“ revealed the most 
accurate information concerning Lip- 
scher and his relations with M. Cail- 
laux. Beauyuier’s sincerejty is undis- 
puted. Most of the facts were easily 
verified. 

The statement of Beauquier, which 
follows, is a translation of sworn tes- 
timony: 

“At the time of mobilization,” he 
said, “I found myself in Belgium, 
where I had a rubber factory. I did 
not leave Belgium until August 20, the 
day the Germans entered Brussels. I 
arrived in France August 27, or Au- 
gust 28. I lived in Paris. On Feb- 
ruary 6, I was declared fit for army 
service and on that same day I was 
incorporated in the 171st regiment of 
infantry. 

“At that time, ‘not having received 
any news of my wife and children in 
Brussels, I though I would write to 
a woman friend of Lipscher, who had 
remained with him in Brussels, asking 
her to be good enough to tell me about 
my family, for I had known her very 
well. I did not receive any reply to 
my letter. The reason, as I learned 
later, was that she was no longer in 
Belgium. Then in July or August, 
1915, I got a letter from Lipscher, 
mailed from Zurich, Switzerland. 

“‘T give you,’ he wrote me, ‘the ad- 
dress of my friend. She is now in 
France, at Arcueil-Cachant, with her 
parents.’ 

“I wrote Mme. Duverger at the 
home of her family, and she replied 
almost immediately She wrote: 

“‘I saw Mme. Beauqulier during the 
last days preceding my departure. I 
am at your disposal to give all the 
information I can, and I would be very 
happy to be able to meet you during 
your next furlough.’ 

“I made an oppointment for the end 
of December, in the salon of the Ho- 
tel Terminus. 

“IT met her there and we talked for 
awhile. At the last minute I said 
to her (for I had known Lipscher for 
a long time): 

“*And your bird, Lipscher, how is 
he?” 

“Those were exactly tBe words I 
used. She answered: 

“*You ought to know that he is still 
in Switzerland.’” 

“*No,’ I said, ‘I only know I received 
a furious letter from him...

They demahded of Lipscher 
that he go back again to Switzerland, 
to Zurich, in order that he might re- 
ceive there new peace plans, which he 
would transmit to her. For that pur- 
pose, after all arrangements had been 
mede, he wrote Mme. Duverger to 
arrange an interview for him with M. 
Caillaux. 

““When I saw M. Caillaux,” sam 
Mme. Therese, ‘I indicated to him 
that it was the desire of M. LApscher 
to meet him to discuss peace plans. 
M. Caillaux answered me thus: 

“*T shall not go to Switzerland, be- 
cause I am watched. If I went-therel 
would certainly be assassinated.’ Then 
he added, ‘wait, it is too early, now.’ 

“After some more words, I accom- 
panied Mme. Therese to the Lafay- 
ette galleries (a great department 
store not far from the Hotel Ter- 
minus). 

“I felt that Mme, Duverger would 
be watched, and that everybody who 
had any dealings with her would also 
be out under surveillance. So, the 
next morning on leaving my hotel I 
suddenly retraced my steps. I per- 
ceived that I was being followed. I 
was stunned. Although innocent, I 
knew that I was compromised in 
something, which was not proper. I 
stopped opposite the St. Lazare sta- 
tion. 

“At that juncture, I said to myself, 
that it was much simpler to face the 
music. I approached one of the in- 
spectors, and told him that he had 
been following me since the night be- 
fore. and added: 

“‘Here is my name and address. I 
have met a person who seems to 
have compromised me, but it was 
concerning a wholly proper matter. 
I wanted to learn some news of my 
wife and my property in Belgium. I 
am ready to make a statement before 
any one of you. In half an hour I 
expect to meet some friends at the 
Cardinal.’ Finally they let me go with 
the understanding that I would give 
my statement later. 

“The next morning an inspector of 
the police, M. Surzure, came to see 
me. He demanded that I put in writ- 
ing what I knew of the relations be- 
tween Mme. Luverger, M. Caillaux, 
and M. Lipscher. I replied: 

“‘T have never corresponded with 
him, but with his mistress, to whom 
I have written in Belgium. It is Lip- 
scher who replied to me, because it 
was he who received the letter, 
which bears on its back the address 
of Lipscher in Zurich.’ 

“I repeated then what Mme. Duver- 
ger had told me. M. Surzure answer- 


ed: 

“This is very important. . I am. go- 
ing to make a report to my chiefs. 
I will ask, if you please, that yo-= 
meet me at six o'clock this evenins 
at the Place de Clichy. I will intr 
duce you to M. Gauthier, who is a 
commissaire of the retrenched camp 
of Paris. At six o'clock I was intro- 
duced to M. Gauthier, to whom I 
again repeated in detail the story 
that I had told to M. Surzure. 

“About two months afterward, 
when I was back In the army, I re- 


ceived a visit from a commissaire of 


police connected with the sureta 
generale, who questioned me for the 
first time under a commission of the 
secret service bureau. I made a very 
complete deposition, and gave to him 
all the letters which I had.

although the Cushing had kept far

looking gang of seamen than the crews 
of these ships never sailed the waves.

“How do you like these Americans?”

“They are eating us out of house 
and home!” the indignant Irishman re- 
marked. The information was a little 
inacculate, since all our food supplies 
were brought from the United States;

proving that the ship’s disguise had 
not been penetrated. Such precau- 
tions were the more necesary in a port 
like Queenstown where our forces 
were surrounded by spies who were in 
constant communication with the ene- 
my. 

I can personally te:tify to the diffi- 
culty of identifying a mystery ship. 
One day Admiral Bayly suggested that 
we go out in the harbor and visit one 
of these strange vessels lying there 
preparatory to sailing on a cruise. 
Several merchantmen were lying in 
the harbor. We steamed close around 
one in the Admiral’s barge and exam- 
ined her very carefully through our 


marines. They were “merchantmen” 


vf all kinds—tramp steamers, coasting 
vessels, trawlers and schooners. Per- 
” 


haps the most distressing part of ex- 
istence on one of these ships was its 
montony; qey would follow day; week 
would follow week, and sometimes 
months would pass without their en- 
countering a single submarine. (Cap- 
tain Campbell himself spent nine 
months on his first mystery ship be- 
fore even sighting an enemy, and many 
of his successors had a similar expe- 
rience. The mystery boa was a pal 
tient fisherman, constantly expecting 
a bite and frequently going for long 
periods without the slightest nibble. 
This kind of an existence was not 
only disappointing,. but also exceed- 
ingly nerve-racking; all during this 
waiting period the officers and men 
had to keep themselves constantly at 
atention; the vaudeville show which 
they were maintaining for the benefit 
of a possible periscope had to go on 
continuously; a moment’s forgetful- 
ness or relaxation might betray their 
secret, and make their experiment a 
failure. The fearful tediousness of 
this kind of life had a more nerve- 
racking eyect upon the officers and 
men than the most exciting battles, 
and practically all the mystery ship 
men wao broke down fell victims not 
to the dangers of their enterprise, but 


buoyancy sometimes to survive many 
torpedoes. 

Of course this, as all the other de. 
tails of the vessel, was unknown to 


the skipper of the submerged subma- 
rine.~ Having struck his victim in a 
vital spot, he had every reason to be- 
lieve that it would disappear beneath 
the waves within a reasonable ‘period.

From the 
time that the torpedo struck, the mys- 
tery ship behaved precisely like the 
everyday cargo carrier which had 
been caught in a similar predicament. 
A carefully rehearsed contingent of 
the crew, known as the “panic party,” 
enacted the role of the men on a tor- 
pedoed vessel. They ran to and fro 
on the deck, apparently in a state of 
high consternation, now rushing be- 
low and emerging with some personal 
treasure. perhaps, an old suit of 
clothes tucked under the arm, per- 
haps the ship’s cat or parrot, or a 
small handbag hastily stuffed with 
odds and ends. Under the control of 
the navigating officer these men 
would make for a lifeboat, which they 
would lower in ‘realistic fashion— 
sometimes going so far, in their stage 


play, as to upset it, leaving the men 
puffing and scrambling in the water. 


One member of the crew, usually the 


men in the lifeboats was a matter of 
no consideration in the desperate en- 
terprise in which they were engaged. 
U-Boat ‘ Commanders Became Wary. 

Thus to all outward appearance this 
performance was merely the torpedo- 
ing pf a helpless merchant vessel. 
Yet the average German comneander 
became altogether too wary. to accept 
the situation in that light. He had no 
intention of approaching either life- 
boats or the ship until entirely satis- 
fied thaht he was not dealing with 
cne of the deccy vessels which he so 
greatly feared. There was only one 
way of satisfying himself; that was 
to shell the ship so. mercilessly that, 
in his opinion, if any human being 
had remained aboard, they would 
have been killed or forced to sur- 
render. The submarine therefore 
arose at a@mdistance of two or three 
miles. Possibly the mystery _ ship, 
with one well-aimed shot, might hit 
the submarine at this distance, but 
the chances were altogether against 
her. To fire such a shot, of course, 
would immediately betray the fact 
that a gun crew still remained on 
board, and publish the fact that the 
vessel was a mystery ship; and, on 
tais: discovery, the submarine would 
submerge, approach the vessel under 
water and give her one or two more 
torpedoes.

was the mystery ship. We went back, 
boarded her, and began examining her 
appliances. The crew was dressed 
in the ordinary sloppy clothes of a 
merchantman’s deckhands; the offi- 
cers wore the usual merchant ship 
uniform and everything was as unmil- 
itary as a merchant ship usually is. 
The vessel had quite a long deck 
house, built of light steel. The cap- 
tain told us that two guns were con- 
cealed within htis structure; he sug- 
gested that we walk all around it and 
see if we could point out from a close 
inspection the location of the guns. 
We searched carefully, but were ut- 
terly unable to discover where the 
guns were, The captain then sent the 
crew to quarters and told us to stand 
clear. tA the word of command, one 
of the plates of the perpendicular side 
of the deckhouse slid out of the way 
“us quickly as a flash. The rail at the 
ship's side in front of the gun fell 
down and a boat davit swung out of 
the way. At the same time the gun 
crew swung the gun out and fired a 
primer to indicate how quickly they 
could have fired a real shot. The cap 
tain also showed us a boat upside 
down on the deckhouse. Merchant 
men frequently carry one boat in th:s 
position. At a word a lever was puii- 
ed down below and the boat rearel 
up in the air and revealed underneath 
it a gun and its crew. On the poop 
was a large crate about6x6x8 or 10 
feet. At a touch of the lever the side 
of this crate fell down and revealed 
another gun.

Almost the most welcome sight to a 
mystery ship, after a period of inac- 


tivity, was the wake of a torpedo 


speeding in its direction. Nothing 


could possibly possibly: disappoint it 
more than to see this torpedo pass 
astern or forward without hitting the 


vessel. In such a contingency the 


genuine merchant ship would make 
every possible effort to turn out of 


the torpedo’s way; the helmsman of 
the mystery ship, however, would take 
all possible precaution fo see that his 
vessel was hit. This, however, he 
must do with the utmost cleverness, 
else the fact that he was atempting 
v collide wih several hundred pounds 
of gun cotton would in itself betray 
him to the submarine. Not improb- 
ably several members of the crew 
might be killed when the torpedo 
struck, but that was all part of the 
game which they were playing. More 
important than thé lives of the men 
was the fate of the ship; if this could 
remain afloat long enough to give the 
gunners a good charice at the subma- 
rine, everybody on board would be 
satisfied. There was, however, little 
danger that the mystery ship would 
go down immediately; for all availa- 
ble cargo space had been filled with 
wood, which gave the vessel sufficient

navigator, dressed up as the “cap- 
tain.” did his best to supervise these 
operations. 

Finally, after everybody had left, 


and the vessel was settling at bow or 
stern, the “captain” would come to 
the side, cast one final glance at his 
sinking ship, drop a roll of papers 
into a lifeboat—ostensibly the pre- 
cious documents which were so cov- 
eted by the submarine as an evidence 
of success—lower himself with one or 
two companions and row in the direc- 
tion of the other lifeboats. Properly 
placing these lifeboats, after “aban- 
doning ships,” was itself one of the 
finest points in the plot. If the sub- 
marine rose to the surface it would 
invariably steer first for those little 
boats, looking for prisoners or the 
ship's papers; the boats’ crews, there- 
fore, had instructions to take up a 
station on a bearing from which the 
ship's guns could most successfully 
rake the submarine. That this ma- 
neuver involved great danger to the 


tion, the crew must “play "*possum,” 
and not by so mucb as a wink let the 
submarine know that there was any 
living thing on board. 

But this experience demanded hero- 
ism that almost approaches the sub- 
lime. The gun crews lay prone be- 
side their guns, waiting the word of 
command to fire; the captain lay on 
the screened bridge, watching the 
whole proceeding through a peephole, 
with voice tubes near at hand with 
which he could constantly talk to his 
men. They maintained these posi- 
tions, sometimes for hours, never lift- 
ing a finger in defense, while the 
submarine, at a safe distance, show- 
ered hundreds of shells upon the ship. 
These horrible missiles would shriek 
above their heads; they would land 
on the decks, constantly wounding 
the mex, sometimes killing whole ghn 
crews—yet, although the ship might 
become a mass of blood and broken 
fragments of human bodies, the sur-

infinite patience until the critical mo- 
ment arrived. 

This wag the way they took to per- 
Suade the submarine tiat their ship 
was what it pretended to be, a tramp, 
that there was nothing alive on board, 
and that it could safely approach. The 
still cautious German, after an hour , 
or so of this kind of execution, would 
submerge and approach within a few 
hundred yards. All that the watchful 
eye at the peephole could see, how- 
ever, was the periscope; this would 
sail all around the vessel, sometimes 
at a distance of fifty or a hundred 
feet. Clearly the German was taking 
no chances; he was examining his 
victim inch by inch, looking for the 
slightest sign that the vessel was a 
decoy. All this time the captain and 
crew were lying taut, holding their 
breath, not moving a muscle, hardly 
winking an eyelid, the captain with 
his mouth: at the voice pipe ready to 
give the order to let the false works 
drop the moment the submarine 
emerged, the gun crews ready to fire 
at a second’s warning. But the cau- 
tious periscope, having completed the 
the inspection of the ship, would start 
in the direction of the drifting life- 
boats. This ugly eye would stick it- 
self almost up in the faces of the 
anxious crew, evidently making a mi- 
croscopical examination of the clothes, 
faces and general personnel to see if 
it could detect under their tramp 
steamer clothes any traces of naval 
officers and men. 

“Stand By!” 

Still the anxious question wis, 
would the submarine emerge? Until 
it should do so, the ship’s crew was 
absolutely helpless. No uze shooting 
at the submerged boat, as shots do 
not penetrate the water, but bounce 
off the surface as they would off 
sblid ice. Everybody knew that the 
German under the water was debate 
ing that same question. To come up 
on the surface so near a mystery ship, 
he knew, meant instant death and

submarine went through this same 
procedure with every ship that did not 
sink very soon after being torpedoed, 
and that, in nearly every case, it dise 
covered, after emerging, that it had 
been dealing with a real merchant- 
man. Already this same submarine 
had wasted hours and immense stores 
of ammunition on vessels that were 
not mystery ships, but harmless 
tramps, and all these false alarms 
had made it impatient and careless, 
In most cases, therefore, the crew — 
only to bide its time.

“Stand by!”

Along this circular front a war 
in progress which is romantic, primi- 
tive, adventurous and informal. It re- 
calla the atruggie of the colonial set- 
tiers with the French and Indians. To 
one who has witnessed the chemistry, 
mathematics, electricity and aeronau- 
tics of the western front, the war in 
South Russia isanexhilarating throw- 
back to the eighteenth century, To 
the science of the great war in Flan- 
ders it is an anachronism. But tn the 
Kussian arena, wit and foresight, per- 
aonality and imagination are given a 
acope that was never approached in 
Prance. 

In France there was a deadly regu- 
larity, @ Vast mechanica of perform- 
ance which engulfed the individual. In 
France there was the wholesale 
siaughtering of life by artillery and 
aerial torpedoes. The night was more 
deadly than the day. The bloodiness 
Was appalling. The wells of pity ran 
dry in sight of the sum of gallant suf- 
fering. In France it was a disciplined, 
regularized warfare. The discoveries 
of the laboratory were available in 
their most effective .amounts and 
forms. The personal equation was 
negligible. Obedience was the primary 
virtue of the soldier, initiative on his 
part interfered with team play. The 
gcope for the solo artist was limited. 

In Russia there is a war which is a 
sporting event. It is a refreshing re- 
version to a simpler age. There is no 
@tationary front—often it will vibrate 
thirty Versts a day. When night 
comes, or a severe storm, the fighting 
ceases and men go to sieep. Men move 
by the muscles of their own and their 
horses’ legs, not by steam and gaso- 
line. Burgts of personal valor are at 
@ premium: they determine an action. 
Jt is a war of movement and not of 
position. There are no trenches, ex- 
cept a few shallow ditches, as at Tzar- 
jizin. There are no gases, no aero- 
planes, no tanks, and no. artillery 
worth mentioning. A soldier sees his 
enemy-—he is not fifteen miles away. 
firing from a screened pit. Men fight, 
galloping to the charge, yelling 
through the daggers held in their teeth. 
pwords full arm high. 

It is a story-book, moving-picture 
war that they are fighting in South 
Russia. 

Cemparatively Few Casuaities.

Natural Born Fighters. 

There is no reason to disguise the 
truth about the Cossacks, They are 
not angels, nor self-controlled mem; 
bers of an effete civilization. They 
would have raised double-distilled hell 
if they had reached the German cities. 
They are husky, unrestrained, .good- 
natured boys, who have been trained 
from babyhood to ride, stab and shoot, 
who are steeped in a war-like tradi- 
tion, who are members of a group 
whose function in a high empire has 
been jo hold the gate against the 
rebels. But they are not vicious, nor 
degenerate. What they do is Visible to 
the naked eye. They would never go 
in for dungeons or refined torture. Thw 
Cossack is the only natural-born fight- 
er in South Russia. They elect their 
own colonels, but the discipline is good, 
because there has been a long training 
in tribe politics. He is the one element 
in Russia who seems capable of con- 
stitutional self-government. 

The Cossacks have a century-old cus- 
tom called the “three-day law,” which 


generals had examined it and wanted 
it, but they were confiding to one an- 
other that the price of 10,000 rubles 
was too high. Along came a Cossack 
soldier with the rolling gait of one 
who rides more often than he walks. 
He priced the saddle, reached into his 
chereska, brought out a handful of 
notes, gave the vendor his 10,000 rubles 
and a tip beside, and walked away with 
the saddle. The Cossack soldier car- 
ries from 40,000 to 100,000 rubles in his 
breast pocket. 

Cossack horses are a digfippointment. 
They have been uked continuously for 
fifteen months and show the effect of 
hard riding and little care. They are 
small, wiry and like the Mexican ponies 
of the border. The poor *beasts get no 
mercy. When the Cossacks took the 
town of Krenentchoug, the victorious 
troop wanted to be photographed. 
They routed out the American Red 
Cross movie man and the captain, a 
giant, took his position in front, on a 
limp little white horse registering 
pride. The crank was turning when a 
burst of laughter came from the troop. 


The mount of the captain had folded 
his tired legs and lain down, leaving 


for the most part desperate.men, came 


to him from all over southern Russia. 
At length he was able to outfit a regi- 
ment with captured equipment and 
present the unit to General Denikine. 
Skouro is an ideal cavalry leader. He 
has his own strategy, learned in the 
Cossack school of experience and tra- 
dition, and when the general staff 
wishes to take a town, they simply 
pass the word to Skouroe and he works 
out the details. He prides himself on 
never repeating a method. 

Although the Cossacks are round- 
shouldered from carrying their wealth, 
there is very little money in the rest 
of the volunteer army. In the matter 
of officers’ salaries, the army is like 
a concern which a group of young 
men have organized on too slender 
capital. and who have agreed that, 
until the concern gets upon a paying 
basis, each will shave his expenses to 
the quick and draw only a bare exis*- 
ence. The matter of salaries is one 
of the things that makes the Denikine 
outfit like a sporting association— 


each bfficer uses as little money as 
possible; rank does not determine pay.

Skeoure Their Idol. 

The idol of the Cossacks is Skouro, 
thirty-two years old and a lieutenant- 
general. He has a Kalmuck head, 
sleepy eyes and a lazy smile, but in 
action he is a ball of fire. He holds 
his place, as chief of all the Cossack 
troops with Denikine, because he can 
Out-dance, out-sing, out-ride. out-eat 
and out-fight any man in his com- 
mand. He has been wounded nine 
times, and has himself killed forty- 
seven bolsheviks. In the Cossack 
provinces he occupied the position that 
Roosevelt held in America after his 
first term. Early in 1918 when the 
bolsheviks came to the Caucasus, 
Skouro was a lieutenant in the czar’s 
army. He fled toghe hills near Piate- 
gosk. and with a few companions 
made raids on passing bolehevik de- 
tachments. Hig little group suffered 
from cold and laék of food. There are 
many wolves in the hills and Skouro's 
men made caps of wolfskin. When 
they numbered a hundred men. they 
became a terror to the reds. and 
“Skouro’s wolves,” are today the most 
famous unit in the volunteer army.

A man’s salary is figured on the place 
where he is stationed, on whether he 
is married, and the number of his 
children.

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PING UP BOLSHEVISM

Their Horses a Disappointment, Like Mexican

unteer army’s mercantile fleet en- 


aconsed in the dark corner of a de- 
partment store, sitting on one packing 
box and using another as a desk. The 
general commanding the guard regi- 
ment which followed the Cossacks into 
Kiev and organized the post wears a 
uniform of plum-colored canvas, a 
stuff that the manufacturer intended 
to upholster a sofa. He had turned up 
the material somewhere, needed clothes 
and salyaged it. For four years com- 
mercial weaving has been stopped in 
South Russia and the harbors elosed to 
importation, One employs what he can 
discover, ateal or beg. When General 
Denikine entered Tanganrog to set up 
new hedaquarters, he was met by a 
military escort. The men of the Amer- 
ican Red Croas made a pool of 60 
franca for whoever should find two 
soldiers with identical uniforms. The 
pool was not claimed. The general 
from the Crimea who was master of 
ceremonies was garbed in a yellow 
shooting coat and breeches of blue 
denim. On the station platform was 
a battalion of upstanding Cszsecho- 
Slovak boys whose legs were wrapped 
with strips of bagging, as aubstitutes 
for puttees. The best-dressed officers 
wore the tunics of ordinary British pri- 
vates, Ruglish buttons and all. A hat- 
less, bare-footed fellow was also pres- 
ent at the reception, wearing two gar- 
ments, working shirt and canvas pan- 
taloons, and across hia breast every 
medal which a soldier._can receive for 
bravery! In one platoon I counted mil- 
itary belt buckles of eleven patterns. 

It is not in criticiam, but in admira- 
tion, that one makes these comments 
upon the uniforms of the volunteer 
army. They are carrying on with a 
material so poverty-stricken that only 
nerve holds them on their job. They 
are galvanized by a vision, as were the 
old crusaders. 

As side arms, there are long and 
short swords, blunt and sharp bayo- 
nets, and every natitonality of pistol. 
Many of the revolvers will prove more 
dangerous to the shooter than to the 
shot. A diminutive sergeant drags a 
fencing rapier clattering along the 
pavements, but he is too earnest to be 
distracted by the comic. On the vol- 
unteerg’ feet are no shoes, British is- 
sue shoes, imp leather riding boots 
from the mountains, sandals, canvas 
sneakers, civilian shoes, and contriv- 
ances of woven bark and braided rags. 
Each man cobbles hia footgear as he 
can, And it is done, moreover, in a 
rare good humor, because this war is 
felt to be a sporting event. 

If they waited until a soldier’s out- 
fit was furnished them, they would be 
dallying still, and besides, there is a 
gambler’s chance that the man who is 
barefoot today may be shod like a brig- 
adier tomorrow, for when a company 
of bolsheviks surrenders, the first act 
of the victors is to strip them of fire- 
arms, shoes and garments. One sees 
whole squada of soldiers with never an 
inch of leather on their feet. These 
are the prisoners of yesterday who have 
been so speedily amalgamated into tho 
army, but who have had as yet no op- 
portunity to loot and cover their nak- 
edness. 

A cardinal principle of the South 
Russian war is that no one wishes to 
fight a face-to-face engagement. The 
strategy is to outflank the opponent. 
When he is aware that his line of re- 
treat is imperiled, he will run like a 
rabbit to the next stronghold. It is 
the purpose of strategy to avoid a 
knock-down-and-drag-out fight, and 
therefore cleverness and bluff on the 
part of the subordinate officers, play- 
ing upon the gullibility or fear of the 
enemy, may win a position and gave 
lives and ammunition. There is no 
careful staff work. A random shot and 
a long risk stand a chance of making «a 
bull’s-eye. 

Ruses are the spice of the itinerary. 
At dinner the mess echoes with laugh- 
ter at tales of successful tricks. A yarn 
of a double-crossed enemy is a cock- 
tail to the soul, Every individual with 
quick wit and recklessness holds a 
chance to become famous in five min- 
utes, if he can achieve a coup. The 
following ingtances are copied at ran- 
dom from my diary: 

How They Work. 

August %8.-—Goliefsky, captain of 
guards, when Harol was taken, rode 
to the bolshevik railroad station five 
versts beyond the town and found a 
bolshevik telegraph instrument still 
connected. He happened to know the 
names of the bolshevik division com- 
mander and of the two Jewish commis- 
saries who were associated with him. 
Also, by good luck, Goliefsky was a 
telegrapher. He sent a message: “Bad- 
ly defeated at Harol. You will retreat 
at once.” The message was relayed to 
the commanders of ali the units of the 
bolshevik division and was acknow!l- 
edged. The enemy, always happy to 
retreat, fled thirty versts before th< 
deception was discovered. 

August %-Colonel Laybeen, com- 
manding @ battery, passed through 
Mirgorod to the village of Kibichoh 
and entered the abandoned bolshevik 
headquarters. The telephone rang. 
When the reds retreat they do not 
trouble to cut wires or remove corre- 
spondence. Colonel Laybeen answered 
the telephone. It was an inquiry as 
to how the battle was progressing. He 
replied: “Not well, but we are holding. 
Please send reinforcements.” They re- 
plied: “Three trains coming to your re- 


Colonel Laybeen had 
an hour to conceal his troops along 
the track, and when the  bolsheviks 
steamed in he gathered the astonished 
reinforcements inte his net as they de- 
trained, He captured a division head- 
quarters, a complete hospital train 
with nurses, and nine wagons of 
troops. Laybeen is the hero of tha 
Seventh division today. 

August 10..A company of Cos- 
sacks, with one three-inch gun, has 
taken the famous Long Bridge over 
the Dneiper river, at Kremenchoug. 
They appeared unexpectedly during the 
bolsheviks’ lunch hour, made a charge, 
slashed right and left, and captured 
the four versts of railway carriages 
which were stored in the freight yard. 
Pure daring carried the Cossacks 
across the town. When the bolsheviki 
recovered their genses they attempted 
to re-enter Kremenchoug, but a regi- 
ment of infantry was barricading it- 
self in the ets: 

August 1l.-In the Yacootsky regi- 
ment is one woman, a volunteer, Olga 
Syentoff, twenty-eight years old. Her 
hair is clipped and she wears a unil- 
form. She says that she is a soldier 
and will not wash or sew for the men. 
She does her part well. A corporal 
tried to embarrass her and one eve- 
ning gave the command, “The squad 
will now disrobe.” Miss Syentoff 
walked up to him, gave him a box on 
one ear, and then on the other. She 
hag not been disrobed since. Today 
her company took six machine guns, 
she being in the front of the fighting. 
Her colonel is considering making her 
a@ corporal, 

e encounters boys. who look like 
timid clerks from the ribbon counter. 
You will suppose that they have never 
had a more perilous experience than a 
erush in the subway. You deceive 
yourself. Hardly a youth among 
them, if he has served six months with 
the volunteers, but has escapes that 
make your back hair curl, Take Cap- 
fain Debrovolsky, senior adjutant of 
the Thirtieth division. 

He was captured by the bolshevikt 
and put under double guard because 
they knew him to be a brainty officer. 
Foreseeing that he could not escape, 
he nevertheless determined to ald his 
cause while held in jail Twice he 
was tortured bit only yielded false 
information. He pretended that he 
was being converted to the principles 
of the soviet republic, Gradually he 
was admitted into their confidence, but 
was always: kept in confinement. In 
the red council he found two of his 
former pupils, which aided his prog- 
ress toward their secrets. One night 
he stole a file of telegrams and copied 
the key to their cypher and hid the 
papers in his mattress. But he did 
not conceal them well. They were 
goon discovered. 

Dobrovolsky was condemned to be 
shot, but first was to be taken to 
Kiev, to see whether under the hands 
of the Chinese torturers, he would in- 
form on his accomplices. For the 
journey he was placed in a box-car 
with six guards. En route he made a 
break for liberty, threw one guard 
through the door, kicked a segond in 
the stomach, and himself leapéd from 
the fast moving train before the oth- 
ers could shoot. By good fortune he 
landed near a thickly wooded swamp. 
His foot was sprained, but he dragge 
himself into cover,.lying under water 
with only hig nose exposed. For three 
days a squad of red soldiers combed 
the swamp firing at every suspicious 
ebject. They did not happen to tread 
upon the tuft of rushes which cover- 
ed his nose. 

Atef eight days he reached a vil- 
lage and 4ound a priest who had been 
with him tin prison, who hid him be- 
tween the ceiling and ‘roof of the 
church. When the volunteers arrived 
at Potava, Debrovolsky made a night 
run for liberty. When I saw him, a 
fortnight later, he was quietly copy- 
ing letters as a clerk. He seemed 
the perfect type of inoffensive 
village pedagogue. One questioned 
whether he would even switch «a 
naughty scholar. Lieutenant Loman- 
off told the story. Debrovoleky would 
not mention it. 

Like Sherweed Forest. 

The American Red Cross people who 
travel with the army say that as night 
descends upon the steppes, the quiet 
sounds of men preparing for sleep, the 
flickering lights of the bivouacs, make 
a picture of rustic peace that contra- 
dicts one’s conception of war. Ivan 
has turned up a few potatoes with his 
dagger and is boiling them in his mesa- 
kit. He ts smoking tobacco that was 
grown on a nearby farm. He slices a 
cucumber or an onion and eats it with 
salt on his slab of gray bread. Far as 
the eye can reach there are shocks ~-< 
wheat and stacks of straw for his bed, 
He will sleep soundly under the stars. 
He wants no doctoring for he has tha 
body of a labor animal. 

It is like Robin Hood tn Sherwood 
Forest, the summer nights that I have 
spent with the volunteer army. If 


there must be a war. this is the beat 
sort of war. It is not a war of ma- 


chinery, but of men; the human brain 
is not benumbed by the immensity of 
its own fabrication. It is @ war con- 
ducted by equals, who have their souis 
in a cause of deliverance.

They have been 
granted the opportunity to learn that 
the lesson taught in Maeterlinck’s 
play, “The Bluebird,” that happiness 
can only be found in the heart of the 
searcher, is eternally true. 

Unti] recently, the Georgia Chil- 
dren's Home society maintained a re- 
ceiving station called “Shady Lawn,” 
at East Lake, where the poor, unfor- 
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tunate little children, future citizens 
of the Empire State of the South, 


whose lives had been cast in unpleas- 


ant places, were taken after the so- 
ciety had learned about their miser- 
able surroundings, and had gone to 
the rescue. But, a few weeks ago 
“Shady Lawn” burned to the ground, 
It was a little after the supper hour, 
and the little ones, with their nurses 
and friends a tthe home, were forced 
to fly from the burning building un- 
der the stars of a cold winter's eve- 
ning. 

They were taken in by many of the 
neighboring homes, and now, agcat- 
tered all over the neighborhood, are 
to be found the little children, in 
ones and twos, temporary guests of 
the East Lake folks, while they wait 
for the erection ofa new home by the 
society, And it is these hosts, who 
have taken in the little ones, who 
have vividly learned the lesson of 
happiness and the secret of where it 
may be found.

the world than these little inmates of 


the home, Orphans, the majority of 
them, all of them penniless and un- 
cared for, before the society found 
them, rescued from the misery of 


wretched hovels instead of homes, of 


tattered rage instead of clothes, and 
of spopadic crusts instead of regular 
meals, they are happy because life has 
at last brought them warmth and food 
and comfort and love—things which 
their young existences had previously 
only hinted at and which they knew 
Only @@ strange possibilities which 
others-eever ay oad ed. 

Now they are warmly clothed, fat 
and healthy as a nos vid of good food 
in ample plentitude happy tn their big 
home, happier still in the prom- 
ise of the future, The ultimate hap- 
piness for every little one there is 
the expectation of adoption into some 
g00d rgia home, where they will 
find fogter-parents who will love them 
as little children ought to be loved and 
who will, in all prebability, lavish 
greater kindness and tenderer care 
even than they would upon the chil- 
dren if they were their’s by birth. 

For it is true that people who are 
denied the greatest of all earthly 
blessings, little children to call them 
by the sacred names of parenthood 
and to snuggle warmly against their 
breast, accumulate a pentup flood of 
unsatisfied longing which they lavish 
upon the first object which can take 
the plage of the little ones whom God 
did nog gend. And what more com- 
pelling object for hitherto denied af- 
fectiong eould there be than a sweet, 
innocegt, beautiful little child. hungry 
for that very love, and demanding sym- 
pathy of every heart by reason of the 
lack which has so far marked the 
youngster’s course through life?

For Your Card Tables 


r GUESTS progress at bridge in your 


home you will be interested in a set 
of card-table covers which will 
make unnecessary such questions as 
these next time you entertain: “What 
table is this?” and “Is this table No. 3?°° 

You can use linene for them, as the 
price of fine linen may prohibit your 
getting several covers at the same time. 
Cut them square, about two inches 
larger than the table, on every side, Cut 
off the corners. Bind with either black 
or white. Fasten strings of the same 
color to the corners so that the covers 
may be tied on the tables. 

In each corner draw an oblong the 
exact size and shape of a card. Use 
the card to trace it if you like. In the 
center of one draw a heart, in another 
a spade, ih a third a club and in the 
fourth a diamond. Work them in solid 
embroidery in their own colors. Outline 
the card in either black or red, depena- 
ing upon what suit is inside the oblong, 
which marks out the card. 

Thus, if it is a diamond, the card 
would be outlined in black, and if it is 
a spade it would be outlined in red. 
The contrast is effective. 

If you prefer, you can cross-stitch the 
shape of the card instead of outlining it. 

Now in one corner draw the number of 
the table upon which it is to be placed. 
The numbers are a bit easier to em- 
broider and perhaps a bit more deco- 
rative if they are Roman numerals.
